TOKYO, July 19 ‘UP)—South 
Korean infantrymen swept north- 

ward three and one-third miles 
in a spectacular advance on the 
eastern flank of the Allied cen- 
tral front drive Saturday night 
and wiped out nearly half of the 
Chinese Kumsong bulge 


It was annouficed early Sun- 
day that the advance swung the 
right arm of the three-division 
South Korean attack to within 
striking distance of the new 
Chinese Kumsong river line and 
represented a total advance of 
about five and one-half miles in 
three days. 


The western flank of the Al- 
lied drive bogged down in a 
furious battle for key hills, how- 
ever, as the Chinese poured re- 
inforcements southward through 
earth-shaking American air and 
artillery bombardment. 

A Chinese regiment captured, 
lost, and seized again before 
dawn Sunday vital Sam Hwon 
hill six miles south of Kum- 
song, stalling the left arm of 
the ROK advance. 

American dive-bontbers swept 
down on the hill at dawn and 


dumped tons of flaming napalm 
on the Chinese. 

South Korean infantrymen 
charged into the smoking, shell- 
pocked hill immediately behind 
the air attack in a bid to renew 
the advances. A frontline cor- 
respondent reported that the 
ROKs had lost the hill at 1:30 
a.m., but bounced back at 2:30 
a.m. The Reds pushed them off 
again at 4 a.m 

The hill is astride a vital east- 
west sypply route. 

Apparently both sides have de- 
cided Sam Hwon will be a test 
of whether the South Korean 
counter-attack has the power to 
keep pushing north.

Finding of Prehistoric Graves 
To “Turn Legend Into History’ |: 


Prehistoric Greek graves, be- 
lieved to be those of King Oedi- 
pus’s son and six other leg- 
endary heroes who joined in an 
assault on the seven gates of 
Thebes, were found last week 
by Prof. George E. Mylonas and 
the Washington University Ar- 
chaeological Expedition, it was 
reported. yesterday. 

Mylonas, professor of art and 
archaeology at the, university, 
wrote colleagues here of finding 
graves of the famous “Seven 
Against Thebes” in the cemetery 
of Eleusis, 14 miles west of 
Athens, where excavations un- 
_der university auspices began in 
July 1951. 

“The story of the Seven is as 
famous as the Trojan War, and 
discovery of the graves will 
prove the most striking discov- 
ery of the year,” Mylonas said. 
“I never hoped to see the day 
when I would be uncovering that 
most exciting page of Greek life, 
and would be turning legend 
into history.”

Books-Sacred. 

Undoubtedly, Gibbons has in 
mind the frequently-stated posi- 
tion of Michael Aubuchon, an 
attorney for the concrete indus- 
try employers, that the books 
of the companies are “sacred,” 
and that, furthermore, their con- 
tents are not relevant to the 
dispute because the companies 
have not contended and will not 
contend that they are financially 
unable to meet the union’s 
demands. 

At the same time, howeyer, 
Aubuchon has described the 
union’s demands as “excessive” 
and “exorbitant,” and has stated 
that the union’s package, that 
is, wage increases plus ‘fringe 
items, would mean costs which 
could not be passed on to the ’ 
public. 

It is the position of the union 
that a major factor in deter- 
mination of whether the union's 
program is “excessive” and 
“exorbitant” is the financial 
condition of the companies in- 
volved. In order to argue its 
case properly, Gibbons con- 
tends, the union will have to 
know how business is going. 

Gibbons insists that the union 
has no intention of sending peo- 
ple in company offices to snoop 
into its affairs. The procedure 
which he is demanding would 
permit the union to subinit to 
the arbitration board a series 
of questions, which the board 
then would be obligated to turn 
over to a certified public ac- 
countant. The accountant would 
determine the answers to the 
questions and make his report 
to the board itself.

The history of the settlements 
in these cases, which are out- 
lined in the following review of 
the over-all dispute, points up 
the adavntages of genuine col- 
lective bargaining over bumping 
heads. — 

Pre-strike negotiations between 
Local 682. and the employers 
reached a critical stage May 10, 
when it became apparent that 
the conferees on a new contract 
between the building material 
firms and the union were dead- 
locked. 

On May 18, the membership 
of Local 682 authorized a strike 
after rejecting an employers’ of- 
fer of 742 cents an hour, a 
counterproposal to the union de- 
mand for increases ranging from 
15 cents to 32% cents an hour, 


employers said, would add sub- 
stantially to the over-all cost of 
new contracts. 

May 19, the drivers struck and 
paralysis began immediately to 
grip all building activity in the 
city. Within a week, commercial 
and residential construction was 
at a complete standstill because 
anics, such as bricklayers, 
carpenters and plasterers, found 
materials they. .required 
blocked at their source by union 
pickets. 

Union men patrolled material 
yards and ready-mix. concrete 
plants and kept a close watch 
over all construction projects to

Mayor Tucker, concerned over | 
the damage which the city’s 
economy was suffering and 
which would be felt even more 
if the strike continued, let it be 
known that he was watching the 
unfortunate development.

Compromise Authorizes | Robertson. Both are Negroes. 


20,000 Public Housing 
Units, Settles Los An- 
geles Fight. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (UP) 
—Senate-House conferees agreed 
today on two appropriation bills 
carrying more than $5,700,000,000 
for more than 20 federal agen- 
cies, 


The compromise on the first 
and second independent offices 
bills contained authority for 
20,000 new public housing units. 
Senator Leverett B. Saltonstall 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, said it 
would also settle a public hous- 
ing fight in Los Angeles. 


The compromise now goes 
back to House and Senate for 
approval. No exact totals were 
immediately available for the 
two measures. 


The second independent of- 
fices bill, carrying funds for the 
Atomic Energy Commission, Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, Veter- 
ans Administration, and selec- 
tive service system, is second 
only to the defense appropria- 
tion as the biggest money bill of 
the year. 


Conferees Add $18,000,000. 

The House passed it at $5,- 
284,369,664; the Senate at $5,- 
239, 352, 664. The conference 
added about $18,000.000 

Saltonstall, chairman of the 
conference committee, said the 
first bill, which carried $451,- 
020,493 in the House and $446,- 
913,949 in the Senate, now con- | 
tains language that will “settle 
the Los Angeles housing fight.” 
He said it will cost the Treasury 
$5,000,000 to $6,000,000 but save 
money in the long run. 

For the nation-wide public 
housing program, the compro- 
mise would allow 20,000 new 
starts by next June 30. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had asked for 
35,000, which the Senate ap- 
proved. The House had author- 
ized none. 

The conference committee also 
inserted language forbidding the 
public housing administrator to 
sign new housing contracts, in 
addition to the 62,000 now out- 
standing, until he reports to the 
next session of Congress by next 
Feb. 1. Congress then can au- 
thorize more housing units if it 
so desires. 

The Los Angeles battle, a ma- 
jor issue in the recent mayoral 
campaign which was won by 
former Representative Norris B. 
Poulson (Rep.), California, arosé 
when the public “oe, ad- 
ministration bought and 
contracted for two housing de- 
velopments. 

Terms of Settlement. 

The conferees agreed to can- 
cel these developments, and for 
the Federal Government to re- 
pay $7,000,000 to $8,000,000 in 
planning and architectural fees. 
In return the Government will 
sell the land for an expected 
$500,000 to $1,000,000. 

Satonstall said Los Angeles 
and federal officials had agreed 
on this settlement. 

The House and Senate also 
settled their disagreement over 
$1,350,000 for Tennessee Valley 
Authority resource development 
approved by the Senate but 
voted down by the House. 

The compromise would appro- 
priate half that amount—$675,- 
000—and allow TVA to take the 
other half out of its income. 

The conferees compromised 
another fight over construction 
of Veterans Administration hos- 
oe at San Francisco, Topeka, 

an., and Houston, Tex. 

The House appropriated $48,- 
000,000 for those projects. The 
Senate knocked it out and sub- 
stituted $2,500,000 for planning 
and a general hospital survey. 

The compromise retains the 


$2,500,000 but adds $15,000,000 
to start construction of the three

RUSSIAN ECONOMY 


Samuel C, Waugh Says It 
May Surpass West Eu- 
rope in 15 Years. 


MONTICELLA, Ill, July 18 
(AP)—Assistant Secretary of 
State Samuel C. Waugh today 
predicted S@viet Russia, at its 


present rate, will be economical- 
ly stronger than Western Eu- 
Tope within 15 years.

There has been no price tag 

set on Parks Metropolitan Air- 
port but it will be sold for a 
“fair valuation” if the city is in- 
terested in buying it as a close- 
in site for a secondary landing 
field, a spokesman for the own- 


ers told the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday. 

The property is owned by 
Parks Aircraft Sales & Service, 
Inc, of which J. Will Young of 
Jackson, Miss., is president. St. 
Louis University is the principal 


} stockholder with 21 per cent of 
the outstanding shares. 

“We haven't put a price on 
the airport and don’t plan to 
do so,” Young told the Post- 
Dispatch. “But that shouldn't 
be too big a stumbling block if 
ey city is interested in buying 
t. 

“I proposed some time ago 
that the Municipal Airport Com- 
mission appoint a qualified, 
disinterested appraisal group to 
check the property. I promised 
in writing at that time that we 
would sell for whatever figure 
soy Ay group set as a fair value 
or it. 


Offer Still Stands. 
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“That offer still stands. If the 
value sét seemed far too low 
I wouldn't feel qualified to close 
the deal myself. But L would 
call a meeting of the directors 
to consider it.” 

The corporation has 425,000 
outstanding shares of stock. 
Price at the time it was issued 
was around $3 a share, or about 
$1,275,000 total. 

Asked whether he considered 
this a “fair price” for the air- 
port, Young replied that it ap- 
peared too low. He repeated, 
however, that in the event an 
appraisal placed this or a lower 
valuation on the airport he 
would call a meeting of the di- 
rectors. 

Several properties which were 
at one time owned by the Parks 
corporation have already been

sold for undisclosed amounts. 
The most recent sale was of Pal- 
waukee Airport, a 113-acre field 
north of Chicago. Young said 
it will continue to be operated 
as an airport by the new owners. 
Another airport that was sold 
by the Parks firm was at Colum- 
bus, O. It is understood the 
price paid for it was about $100,- 
000. It has been subdivided and 
houses built on the site by 
Oliver L. Parks, formerly a 
large stockholder in Parks Air- 
craft Sales & Service, Inc. 


Flight Services Sold. 

In addition, flight services 
formerly operated by the Parks 
company at Indianapolis, Co- 
lumbus and Kansas City have 
been either sold or closed. 

An indication of the present 
value of Parks Metropolitan Air- 
port with some reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy might be ob- 
tained from the assessment for 
tax purposes. 

Illinois assessment procedures 
are a bit more complicated than 
those in Missouri, but under the 
state’s formula the value placed 
on the Parks Metropolitan 
property for tax purposes works 
out to about $490,000. With a 
tax rate of $2.38 per $100, the 
airport tax bill is about $11,660 
annually. , 

Appraisals are made by the St. 
Clair County Board of Assessors. 
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The last one made for the area 


which includes the airport was 
in 1951. A new one, reflecting 
the loss of one hangar by fire 
a few months ago, is expected to 
be made soon. 

Theoretically the Illinois tax 
appraisals are for the property 
at its full market value. The 
$490,000 is slightly more than 
Oliver L. Parks paid when he 
bought the 568-acre airport in 
1945. He subsequently spent a 
lot of money for general rehabil- 
itation and for new installations. 

Seeks to Liquidate Firm. 


“When I became president of 


Parks Aircraft Sales & Service, 


Inc., 37 months ago it was for 
the express purpose of liquidat- 
ing the firm,” Young told the 
Post-Dispatch. “We're now down 
to the single piece of property 
on the East Side. 


“I have every intention of 
completing the liquidation as 
soon as I can so I can devote 
the time I should to my law 
practice and other business in- 
terests I have at Jackson. 

“The city shouldn’t need any 
extended time to study the 
proposition of buying it. They've 
appointed committees to go into 
the matter thoroughly several 
times in the past, and they 
should have that information 
readily at hand now. 


“When I wrote the city re- 
cently that if they didn’t do 
something soon about buying the 
airport it would be subdivided 
for residential or industrial use, 
I meant just that. It’s time they 
made up their minds what they 
want to do. Our offer of deter- 
mining the price should guaran- 
tee them fair value, and I don’t 
think they could ask for more 
than that. 

“If we start to subdivide, it’s 
not going to be a matter of sell- 
ing a small piece here and 
there. We'll sell large strips all 
around the edges as fast as we 
can, It shouldn’t take long. If 
we can, we'll sell the landing 
area. If not, we'll figure on op- 
erating it as a personal plane 
airport. We'll either liquidate 
our holdings completely or cut 
our overhead way down. 

“We're already negotiating 
with one man to come in and 
take over part of the tract. As 
long as we can't get state or fed- 
eral money to help us develop 
the airport as it should be devel- 
oped, the best thing we can do 
is to quit trying to operate it on 
its present scale. That’s what we 
plan to do, and the sooner the 
better. 

Feel City Needs Airport. 

“We feel the city needs the 
airport and that we'd like to see 
it continue to operate. They are 
going to need it even more in 
the future than they do now. But 
we aren't in a position to keep 
holding it until the city decides 
to buy it at some time in the in- 
definite future.” 

The company has received an 
offer from Oliver L. Parks to 
subdivide and develop the air- 
port site. Parks said he had pro- 
posed either that he handle the 
work for the corporation, on a 
percentage basis, or buy it from 
the present owners at a some- 
witat lower price than they 
would otherwise get and develop 
it himself. 

“I still feel, as I always have, 
that the land’s best use is as a 
close-in airport,” Parks said. 
“However, it’s also a good site 
for a housing development. 
When the St. Clair county 
bridge is built across the Mis- 
sissippi river it will be only a 


few minutes from the South St. 
Louis industrial area. 
“If St. Louis is going to make 


of land for an airport, and when 
the vacant areas are gone there 
just aren't any more. 

“Parks Metropolitan is the 
last good vacant site left near 
downtown St. Louis. I haven't 
any interest in its ownership any 
more and I could make money 
by subdividing it. But for the 
sake of the city’s air future I'd 
like to see it preserved as an 
airport.” 

Parks recently started a hous- 
ing subdivision near the north- 
western city limits of Belleville. 
He said he has notified the 
owners of Parks Metropolitan 
Airport that, unless he en- 


in erecting prefabricated houses 
on the East Side, he would be 
ready to take over the airport 
in time to begin work in the 
latter part of 1955 or early 1956.

Bureau's Previous position. 

Previously, in a statement in 
a Department of Interior report 
to the Senate Rules and Admin- 
istration Committee, the bureau 
had- recommended that authori- 
zation legislation “be deferred 
until the general budgetary sit- 
uation is such that this dlevelop- 
ment would be warranted.” 

Hennings told the subcom- 
mittee the new report from the 
-bureau should be ready by Mon- 
day or Tuesday. 

In his plea for the memorial, 
Hennings said authorization was 
necessary because long-range 
city planning for downtown St. 
Louis was completely stymied 
by the present uncertainty.

The French High Command 
said the fast-moving column had 
lanced to within 10 miles of the 


one of paratroopers who had 
landed in Lang Son and wiped 
out its Vietminh defenders and 
the other of commandos who 
Janded nearby to protect them 
from surprise attack. 

The original paratroop forces 
joined the commandos early to- 
day and both swung south along 
the route where many French- 
mep died in the early days of 
the war. With them were 200 
anti-Communist residents of 
Lang Son who joined the march 


The paratroopers moved out 
with the loss of one man killed 
and a few wounded after de- 
stroying supplies coolies had la- 
boriously carried down from 
Communist China during the 
last three months, The supplies 
were reported enough for two 
full rebel divisions.

turn to his nephew, and is now in the pos- 
session of Winston Churchill’s second cou- 
sin, the tenth Duke. 


Strictly speaking Winston arrived in 
the world as the poor relation of a great 
ducal family. Nevertheless from the 
very first he asserted himself and with a 
fine disregard for propriety managed to 
be born at Blenheim. 


Winston grew up in the bright glow of 
his father’s fame. If the Duke of Marl- 
borough was his idol, Lord Randolph was 
his inspiration. 

Lord Randolph was one of the most 
spectacular men of the day and it is 
small wonder that he excited his son's 
imagination: for he astonished many other 
people as well. His career flashed across 
the late Victorian sky like a meteor while 
he advanced, by means of a brilliant and 
savage tongue, from. the political back 
benches of the Commons to leader of 
the House and Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. 

He was the outrageous !dol of the hust- 
ings, the enfant terrible of British poll- 
tics. He revitalized a defeated and di- 
spirited Tory Party and led it to victory. 
He reached the pinnacle of success when 
he was only 36; then in # moment of ar- 
rogance and folly flung away his position 
hever to retrieve it again. 

(Churchill’s mother was Jeanette Jerome, 
daughter of an editor of the New York 
Times. Lord Randolph proposed marriage, 
and was accepted, 48 hours after they met. 
Jeanette Jerome was then 19 years old.) 

* * 

Winston's earliest memories are of Dub- 
lin. He was not quite two years old when 
his father quarreled with the Prince of 
Wales and his grandfather accepted the 
position of Viceroy of Ireland in order to 
remove the impulsive Randolph from the 
wrath of London Society. 

The early pictures of Winston shew a 
pug-nosed, determined little boy with a 
mass of untidy curls framed by the 
round sailor hat so dear to the hearts 
of the Victorians. He was red-headed. 
freckle-faced and obstreperous and from 
the moment he learned to talk, he 
talked incessantly. The recipient of his 
confidences was Mrs. Everest (his nurse), 
a large, fat, homely woman who loved 
her small charge and who was rewarded 
by an unswerving devotion which lasted 
until her death. 

He did not see much of his parents. His 


_ father was engrossed in Irish politics and 


his mother caught up in a busy social life. 
Neither considered children a vocation, 
and, in the way, of most aristocratic fam- 
ilies at that time, regarded the nursery, 
like the kitchen, as necessary adjuncts to 
the well-run household, but ones which 
should be hidden. Winston admired his 
mother from a distance like a beautiful, 
far-away star. ‘ 
: * + * 

Winston was supremely happy until he 
was seven years old. His parents moved 
back to London after their three years in 
Ireland and he was given a large nursery 
equipped with all the things that a small 
boy likes best. He had a thousand tin 


- soldiers, a magic lantern, and a real steam 


re, when he was six 
his mother presented him with a brother, 


John, whom he regarded as a curious and 


amusing new possession.

The following year adversity set in. His 
mother announced that the time had come 
for him to go to boarding school. She had 
selected an expensive, modern school near 
Ascot which specialized in preparing boys 
for Eton. Winston dreaded the idea of 
leaving his untrammeled existence with 
Mrs. Everest and, as things turned out, his 
worst forebodings were fulfilled; he spent 
two years at St. James’s School and hated 
every minute of it. 

His departure had an almost Dickensian 
flavor. He was only seven and until then 
had led a happy and sheltered life. He re-

The latter led him to an

but when the master returned, inquired 
boldly:

.. You use it in speaking to a table.”

“If you are impertinent, you will be 
punished, and punished, let me tell you, 
very severely,” said the master angrily. 

This was the beginning of a bad two 
years. Discipline at St. James's was rigid- 
ly strict and, according to Winston, the 
headmaster was cruel and perverted. He 
delighted in assembling the little boys in 
the library, singling out the culprits one 
by one and taking them into the next 
room where he beat them until they bled. 
The other boys were forced to sit silent 
and listen to the screams of their school- 
mates. 

Winston rebelled. _He was beaten 
often and freely and with a violence 
which, he declares, not even a reforma- 
tory would tolerate today. Nevertheless 
he refused to surrender; he refused to 
write the Latin verses which he declared 
he could not understand, he refused to 
curry favor, he refused to repent. Once 
he even kicked the headmaster’s straw 
hat to pieces which made him the hero 
of the school, 

Winston nursed such a_ grievance 
against this man that for years afterward 
he brooded on revenge. He planned to 
return one day, denounce the master be- 
fore all his pupils, then subject him to 
the same punishment he had inflicted on 
his helpless charges. At the age of 19

licized monument to Senator Joseph R. 


McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, barely passed 
5Q persons, 


Washington did not show wp for either 
the start or the finish of work on his 
monument, being dead.- McCarthy did not 
turn up for his ceremony, either; not that 
he is dead, but as one of his investigators 
may have warned him, the monument 
makes him appear dead. 


Last Wednesday, less than a. fortnight 
after the mohument to McCarthy Was un- 
veiled, it suddenly disappeared from the 
sidewalk in front of the used-car estab- 
lishment of Temus R. Bright, who urges 
fellow townsmen to think of him as “The 
Smilin’ Irish Hillbilly.” Tim Bright—who 
sponsored the monumental idea in the 
first place—now says it was stolen, but 


previously he had threatened to hide the 


monument away unless it was accepted 
for placement in a public park—a pretty 
unlikely event, incidentally. Whatever else 
it may be, the McCarthy monument is 
hardly art. . 

The fruit of a journeyman stonecutter’s 
atelier, it is an eight-foot-high granite es- 
say in mortuary modern. From a low base 
rises a simple,.rectilinear shaft, the front

The trouble, once again, was school; and 
this time it was Harrow. From the very 
first he was a failure. 

The Latin entrance examination paper 
which Winston handed in contained 
nothing more fhan a figure “one” in 
brackets, two smudgeg and a blot. How- 
ever, Dr. Welldon, the headmaster, took 
the tinusual step of examining his other 
papers himself, and being convinced that 
it was impossible for Lord Randolph’s son 
to be totally devoid of intelligence, per- 
suaded himself that they showed traces of 
originality. On the strength of his inter- 
vention Winston was admitted. 


Things went from bad to worse. 
Winston passed inte Harrow the lowest 
boy in the lowest form, and he never 
moved out of the Lower School the 
whole five years he was there. 

The masters struggled with Churchill in 
bewilderment and indignation. He was 
self-confident and assertive; he could talk 
the hind leg. off a donkey; why could he 
not learn the rudiments of Latin and 
Mathematics? 

Churchill insists that where “my reason, 
imagination or interest was not engaged I 
could not or would not learn.” When his 
12 years of school came to an end he de- 
clared with some pride that no one had 
ever succeeded in making him write a 
Latin verse or learn any Greek except the 
alphabet. 

As a result he remained perpetually at 
the bottom of the class; and as a further

It is the lack of dates that keeps it 
from being a proper tombstone. 

Low down on the obverse is carved a 
funeral urn, the purpose of which is ob- 
scure—unless it was already there when 
the stone was selected and festooned.

Various unfortunate additions had been 
made by noctural defacers: a swastika in 
lipstick; the words “destroyer of” before 
the word “America,” etc. All this dese- 
cration, to be sure, still failed to live up 
to the forebodings. ‘of Tim’s publicity rep- 
resentative, Douglas Hall. : 

“The Communists,” Hall informed the 
press at the dedication, “have been on the 
pone threatening to reduce this magnifi- 
cent work of art to powder, from a dis- 
tance of 200 yards.”

result he was thoroughly grounded in 
English. If he was too stupid to learn

Churchill was no better at sports than 
he was at Latin or Greek. He hated cricket 
and football and the only distinction he 


won was the Public Schools fencing com- 


petition. 

He was not a popular boy. Instead of 
being subdued by his failures he grew 
more self-assertive than ever.

One day when Winston was 14 and home 
on holiday Lord Randolph went up to the 
nursery. He found the boy playing with 
his soldiers which were then over 1500 
strong. He studied them as they stood 
arrayed in line of battle and asked him if 
he would kike to be a soldier. 

Winston was delighted to think that 
his father had discovered in him the 
seeds of military genius and did not 
realize for many years that Lord Ran- 
dolph had decided that soldiering was 

#the only career for a boy of limited in- 
telligence. 

Winston took a special course at Harrow 
to prepare him for his Sandhurst exam- 
inations, but even here he did not succeed. 

Twice he took the examination and 
twice he failed. In exasperation his father 
removed him from Harrow and sent him 
to a crammer. He took the examination 
for the third time and passed, but so low 
that he was not qualified to enter any 
regiment but cavalry. 

The cavalry accepted a lower standard 
since its primary requisite was for young 
men of independent means who could and 
would pay for their own horses.

Japanese Now 


Are Rearming 


With United States Help--- 
Army Called ‘Safety Force’ 


It Has No Generals, Colonels or Majors — Officers 


Called ‘Superintendents,’ 


Soldiers Are ‘Employes’ — 


Popular Support Limited — Many Japanese Blame 
the Militarists for War and Brutality of Old Army.

APAN is rearming with United States assistance even though the Japanese 


Constitution provides that ‘ 


‘land, sea and air forces, as well as other war 


potential, will never be maintained” and even though the United States 
and the members of the Far Eastern Commission agreed to the eo de- 


struction of the Japanese military. 

In Japan Nippdnese soldiers in Ameri- 
can khaki are crawling through the woods, 
running in the shadow of tanks and throw- 
ing themselves on the ground. The tanks 
are American light tanks; the rifles, ma- 
chine guns, bazookas and artillery are fur- 
nished by the United States Army.

BECAUSE JAPAN has foresworn the 
maintenance of armed forces, its army is 
called the National Safety Force. The 
ministry which controls it is the Agency 
of National Safety. The war college’ has 
become the Institute of National Safety. 


There are no generals, colonels or 
majors. Instead, there are Senior Su- 
perintendents of National Safety, assist- 
ant Senior Superintendents and Super- 
intendents first, second and third class. 
There are no soldiers, but only “em- 
ployees.” Tanks have become “special 
vehicles.” In a word, officially it is not 
rearmament. 


The rearmament of Japan commenced 
in August 1950, after the Korean War had 
started, with the organization of the “Juni- 
pers,” so called from the initials of the 
Japanese National Police Reserve. Japan 
had been denuded of American troops and 
there were no national forces for its de- 
fense. 

The National Police Reserve started with 
an authorized strength of 75,000 men 
which was later raised to 110,000. Although 
called a police force, they were formed 


into four divisions, organized and equipped 


along American lines. 

The fiction of a police force was 
adopted both because of the Japanese 
Constitution which prohibited arming, 
and because of the international prohi- 
bition of Japanese armament. In the 
Japanese Peace Treaty of 1951, Article 5 


provided that “the Allied powers for 
their part recognize that Japan as ® 
sovereign nation possesses the inherent 
right of individual or collective self- 
defense.” Thus in a short six years the 
international plan that Japan would nev- 
er be allowed to rearm was discarded. 


In August 1952, the second anniversary 
of the National Police Force, the name 
was changed to National SafetY Force, and 
the Director General was made a cabinet 
minister and placed directly under the 
Prime Minister. A general staff for the 
ground forces was created and a begin- 
ning was made in the formation of a naval 
staff. 

The Prime Minister, Shigeru Yoshida, 
made what was then a sensational state- 
ment. “The agency has been created,” he 
said, “to kuide the formation of a new 
army.” Shortly thereafter a lend-lease 
agreement was signed with the United 
States for the supply of armament. 

In October 1952, the first parades were 
held by the new Safety Force. In Tokyo 
the Prime Minister watched 3700 troops 
file by. 
showed no evidence of enthusiasm. The 
Japanese blame their militarists for the 
war, well knew the brutality of Japanese 
military training and took no pride in the 
new army. 

Today sentiment in Japan is divided

In 1948 he was caieaiais manager in 
Maryland for Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
Now he is busy organizing three neighbor- 
hood McCarthy-for-President clubs in Bal- 
timore, besides running for governor him- 
self.

Huey was a Demecrat, of course; so was 
Tim when he emerged from the hills—the 
southwesternmost cranny of Virginia. He 
is six feet, two inches tall, weighs 220 
pounds, wears sport *shirts and has his 
sandy hair crew-cut. He attended college 
on football and basketball “scholarships.” 

He arrived in Baltimore 10 years ago, 
a poor boy. Today he drives.a new, shiny 
black Cadillac and talks of retiring from 
business and devoting himself entirely to 
politics though he is but 36 years old. 

His publicity man says the McCarthy 
monument cost Tim Bright some $25,- 
000, and adds that it was well worth the 
price.

The old army was directly under, the 
Emperor and was not responsible to the 
cabinet. This permitted it to obtain ap- 
proval of objectives which never would 
have been assented to by the Parliament. 
The new Agency of National Safety is un- 
der the democratic control of the Cabinet 
and does not represent the same threat 
of military independence. 

President Truman in 1951 approved the 
formation of a 10-division army, a coastal 
defense navy and a defensive air force of 
about 1500 aircraft, half of them jets. 


Because of political and popular opposi- 


tion and shortages of equipment, progress 


has been slow. The Fifth and Sixth Divi- 
sions are being formed. Heavy armament 
is being supplied. The infantry regiments 
have each been given a company of, lght 
tanks. But these are to be replaced with 
medium Shermans. The divisional artil- 
lery regiment has 48 105mm howitzers, 12 
155mm howitzers and a number of 8lmm 
mortars. 
* ¢ * 

CONTRARY. to previous practice, the 
National Safety Force is well-paid. The 
old brutal training system has been dis- 
carded under the direction of American 
military advisers. Men have good bar- 
racks and sleep on American steel cots. 

Discipline is poor by Japanese stand- 
ards. The democratic practices intro- 
duced by the American advisers do not 
appear to fit teo well te the Japanese 
temperament er tradition. Too many 
of the officers are former civilians, po- 
lice, ete., who were commissioned dur- 
ing the time when former Japanese reg- 
ular officers were not permitted to hold 
government office. . 

The Japanese coast guard navy—Coastal 
Safety Force—contains about 14,000 men 
who man 18 frigates of 1430 tons each, 
about 50 patrol boats and a number of 
smaller vessels. It hardly warrants the 
term fleet, but is an embryonic navy. 

During the present. year the air force 
is expected to reach a strength of 250 air- 
craft, mostly observation and training 
types. It is planned to train about a 
thousand pilots during the year. 

About 9600 American military advisers 
are assisting the training and organiza- 
tion of the National Safety Force. _ This 
is a very large group and indicates the 
importance the United States attaches 
to Japanese rearmament. Ultimate plans 
call for a force of about 300,000 men— 
army, navy and air. 


The old Japanese officers’ corps has 
been depurged. After screening, officers 
down to the class of 1925, whose rank dur- 
ing the last war was mostly in the grade 
of colonel, may now be admitted to the 
National Safety Force. No former generals 
are being used. 

Many of the displaced generals have en- 
tered industry and some have formed vari- 
ous groups. Col. Hattori, formerly the 
right hand of Gen. Tojo, directs the “Or- 
ganization Hattori” in Tokyo, with a dozen 
former colonels and lieutenant colonels at 
headquarters, and with 300 affiliates over 
the country. 

Another group is headed by Col. Tsuji, 
the man who took Singapore from the 
British. He has formed an association 
of 10,000 former officers, soldiers and 
civilians with the object of creating a 
para-military organization to fight Com- 
munist subversion in peace and to de- 
fend the “surface” in war. 


Gen. Tatsumi also has an organization 
which acts as a liaison agency between 
former officers and the Premier. He is 
tke principal adviser of Yoshida with 
whom he served in London as military 
attache. From the beginning he had 
close connections with MaeArthur’s head- 
quarters. 

United States Ambassador to Tokyo, 
John M. Allison, is now negotiating with 
the Japanese for a mutual assistance agree- 
ment for the provision of armaments, in- 
cluding off-shore purchases from the Jap- 
anese. This would put the Japanese on 
the same status in respect of military aid 
as our other allies, and would require the 
same obligations from them. 

Japanese industrialists are anxious to 
get back into armaments manufacture and 
again to become the arsenal of the Far 
East. They have made a start in manu- 
facturing shells for United States use in 
Korea and parts for American equipment. 
Far East Command figures show that $52,- 
000,000 in contracts of this nature were 
made with the Japanese during the past 
year. Of this about $30,000,000 haye been 
delivered.

‘Two Men at Sagamore 


President Eisenhower paid unstinted tribute 
to Theodore Roosevelt the other day. Dedicating 
the Rough Rider's home, Sagamore Hill, on 
Long Island, as a national shrine, the President 
lauded his predecessor as “a far-sighted states- 
man,” spoke of his “inspiring role in our na- 
tional heritage.” Every American, he said, 
“could dedicate himself to attempts to emulate 
Theodore Roosevelt in his consideration for 
... the common man.” 

There is no question that, as the President 
said, the record of Theodore Roosevelt con- 
tains examples highly pertinent to our own 
times. They bear on issues as alive and as im- 
portant to our lives as American citizens as 
they were then. President Eisenhower did not 
itemize these precedents whose emulation he 
counseled, but they are ready enough at hand. 
Let us look at a few of them, in today’s new 
context. 

‘ If there is any one thing more than any 
other for which Theodore Roosevelt's tenure in 
the presidency holds an honored place in his- 
tory, and continues to be a biessing to all 
citizens down to the present day, it is conserva- 
tion of natural resources. 

. ” * , 

President Theodore .Roosevelt dramatized 
conservation, and galvanized the states into 
joint action with their Federal Government, by 
means of a conference of Governors at the 
White House. He made Gifford Pinchot his 
Chief Forester, giving impetus to”one of the 
nation’s most notable careers in conseryation. 
He began the development of the rivers of 
America and their valleys. He was the first 
President to declare that irrigation is a re- 

, sponsibility of Government, and he launched 
the great engineering program which has meant 
so much to the subhumid West. He established 
safeguards so that, instead of being monopolized 
by a few, irrigation would benefit family farms, 
and electric power drawn from the rivers would 
benefit the public widely. He set aside power 
sites, phosphate deposits, national forests — 
more than 150,000,000 acres of public domain 
to be conserved as a national heritage. He 
established the Forest Service. 

That is a monumental achievement in con- 
servation of the nation's birthright—an achieve- 
ment equalled by no other President, and ap- 
proached only by Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Theodore Roosevelt believed in giving all 
the people the protection of the Federal Gov- 
ernment against fraud and exploitation. Griev- 
ances and aggrieved were both numerous, and 
Populism had fierily stated their case, but 
President McKinley, Theodore Roosevelt's prede- 
cessor, had made the Government serve the 
purposes of business interests. 

. - 7 

Theodore Roosevelt curbed the railroads, 
which had been riding high over the people, 
and made the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, created in 1887, a functioning agency of 
regulation for the first time. He gave the pub- 
lic protection against unsanitary meat in the 
Meat Inspection Act, and against adulterated 
and misbranded food and drugs in the Pure 
Food and Drug Act. 

Theodore Roosevelt believed in the merit 
system of employing and promoting Goverri- 
ment employes. He added 35,000 offices to the 
civil service list — more than any preceding 
President except Cleveland. It was this sort 


of practicing what he preached that caused - 


him to be credited with having done — in the 
words of one historian — “more to educate the 
American people in the principles of good gov- 
ernment than all the textbooks on civics ever 
written.” 

Such are the specific examples to which 
President Eisenhower referred in general, 
though glowing, terms at Sagamore Hill. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt made His mistakes, but these 
were the imperishable accomplishments which 
made him a great Republican and a great Amer- 
ican. They are the reasons so many, Republi- 
cans and Democrats alike, can join with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in wishing ‘for our own times 
‘his wisdom in seeing what was right and ad- 
hering to the right, his courage in carrying 
through.” 

In many respects, Dwight Eisenhower's own 
best Republican example in the White House is 
the first Roosevelt he so much admires: 
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The County Airs Its Complaints 

St. Louis county waited a long time to find 
somebody in authority to tell its troubles.to.

And each 
complaint speaks strong support for the County 
Council’s plan for a citizens’ commission to plan 
a complete new police system. 
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Commodore Perry’s Whisky 

The Post Office has just issued an unusual 
_sjamp commemorating the opening of Japan a 
_ century ago by Com. Matthew Perry, the brother 
of the hero.of the Battle of Lake Erie. Per- 
haps this is a trifle premature since the first 
time Perry sailed into Tokyo Bay, he only left 
a letter from President Fillmore to the Shogun. 
The agreements with the Japanese were not 

-made until he returned on March 31, 1854. 


Then Perry passed whisky all around, a full 
barrel for the Emperor and lesser quantities 
for lesser personages. Thepe were other gifts, 
too: rifles, pistols, swords, a fancy dress for the 
Empress and, strangely, a copy of Owen's “Ge- 
ology of Minnesota,” the laws of New York, 
four volumes of “The Annals of ‘Congress” and 
a list of United States offices. Also a pic- 
ture of an elephant. Probably there was a 
crypto-Republican in the party. 

Some day Bernard DeVoto or another his- 
torian of the American éxpansion should write 
a monograph on the role of whisky ih the 
growth of the nation and in its diplomacy. Cer- 
tainly, it seems to have been the. standard 
opening gift to Indians from the earliest colonial 
days. Guns seem to have been the standard No. 
2 item. So Perry was in the tradition. 

But whisky aside, Japan's isolation was bound 
to be broken in those days when clipper ships 
were carrying commerce far and wide, if not 
by the United States then by some other nation, 
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And as has been said, Perry not so much gained 
admission to Japan for Americans, but let the 
Japanese out of their own country. - 

This resulted in the most Westernized and 
ambitious nation in Asia. The course df its de- 
velopment runs through Pearl Harbor and an- 


‘other American appearance in Tokyo Bay — 


that of Gen. Douglas MacArthur aboard the 
“Mighty Mo” on Aug. 14, 1945. And how events 
have changed since then, leaving Japan -the 
chief foe of totalitarianism in the Far East! 

In a hundred years quite a lot of history has 
gushed out of Com. Perry's whisky barrel. 
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Syngman Rhee’s Bondsman 

Assistant Secretary of State Robertson, in 
his television colloquy with Mr. Dulles, took a 
heavy responsibility on his shoulders. He went 
bond for Syngman Rhee. 

“I feel confident,” said Mr. Robertson, “of 
President Rhee’s sincerity and of his intention 
to carry out in good faith his assurances to me. 
This is no time for us to doubt each other.” 


In view of everything that has happened, Mr. 
Robertson’s personal feeling of dence may 
seem like a weak reed to lean on. If Syngman 
Rhee could violate his obligations to the United 
Nations command by unilaterally freeing 27,000 
prisoners, he might just as easily violate the 
promises he made to Mr. Robertson. The ques- 
tion is not only what promises he has made, but 
what action the United States is taking and is 
prepared to take to see that the promises are 
carried out. 

Since the actual agreement with Rhee is still 
being kept secret, the public can only guess 
whether our Government has anything more 
than Rhee’s verbal commitment to justify its 
faith that he will not henceforth obstruct a 
truce. And unless the U.N. command can show 
the Communists more than the public has been 
shown, it must be confessed that they too 
would be justified in suspecting that a man 
who has wrecked one phase of the truce agree- 
ment might well wreck others. y; 

If the Communists actually do not want a 
truce, the uncertainty about Syngman Rhee 
simply gives them a convenient peg to hang 
their propaganda on. They should be per- 
mitted no plausible excuse for failing to go 
through with a cease-fire. 

This means that besides the oily flattery which 
our leaders publicly spread on Syngman Rhee 
there should be a firm determination to deny 
him the means of again wrecking a peace 
which the entire United Nations supports. 
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Budget Bureau and the Riverfront 
Representative Thomas B. Curtis reports that 
he has persuaded the Bureau of the Budget to 
withdraw its suggestion to the Senate that a bill 
authorizing the National Expansion memorial on 


the riverfront be deferred until the federale 


financial situation is more favorable. For this a 
bow to Mr. Curtis, but alsO an appeal to the 
Senators not to accept Budget Bureau-inspired 
amendments which might postpone completion 
of the project until the week béfore Judgment 
Day. : 

We agree that in these times of big defense 
expenditures and high taxes, the Government 
should spend little money on anything which is 
less than indispensable. But as Senator Hen- 
nings said, the pending measure is an authoriza- 
tion bill, not an appropriations bill. It would not 
call for any éxpenditures at this time. 

But considering the old understanding be- 
tween St. Louis and the Government, under 
which the riverfront was cleared, the city is 
entitled to reassurance that over the years the 
National Park Service will develop a creditable 
property in downtown St. Louis. An authoriza- 
tion bill would be only a new pledge that Wash- 
ington intends to carry out its bargain. 

Senator Hennings points out that this authori- 
zation would come with particular fitness in the 
one hundred fiftieth anniversary year of the 
Louisiana Purchase. And Mayor Tucker has now 
suggested a celebration of that great event here 
next year. All St. Louis wants is reassurance.

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Rough Deal for Taxpayers 

By a vote of 51 to 16, the Senate has ap- 
proved an agreement forgiving Germany two- 
thirds of its debt to the United States Govern- 
ment so that private holders of German bonds 
in this country may be paid $547,000,000 plus 
interest which may equal this amount. 

By rather recondite reasoning it was held 
that payments to the bondholders would help 
Germany to its feet and to a place in the West- 
ern alliance. But the arrangement makes no 
real difference to the Germans. The total amount 
to be paid was settled at the London conference 
on German debts long ago, and this agreement 
only determines how the money is to be split up. 

As Senator Douglas of Illinois and Senator 
Gillette of Iowa protested, the’ deal gives the 
taxpayer the short end, and it does not even let 
him know the names of those who are getting 
the bigger share. Will the money go to men 
who believed Hitler’s Germany was a good long- 
range investment? Or will it go to speculators 
who bought up “worthless” German paper? 

Private investors deserve protection, but cir- 
cumstances can change cases. And what abput 
protecting the public treasury?

Political scientist asks if lost individual liberties necesgarily help 
make nation strong; lists guilt by association, making men prove 
their innocence, denying right to confront accusers; urges Con- 
gress to order a study of balance between security and liberty.

Franklin Roosevelt once said that 
we would rather die standing than live 
kneeling. Americans will 
never kneel to any foreign tyrant. But 
are we in same danger of being forced 
to kneel] before an unhallowed shrine 
of despotic conformity here at home? 

Ways of punishing political heresy 
have been perfected which apparently 
are constitutional and which may eas- 
ily be used to sup- ’ 
press or gravely ~ 
héndicap all unpop- 
ular dissent. When 
dissent is stifled, 
self - government 
itself is in peril. 

Thirty years ago, 
in an era of intol- 
erance, a _ great 
lawyer then in pri- 
vate’ practice lifted 
up his voice and 
told the Legislature 
of New York that 
“it is of the essence 
of the institutions 
of liberty that it be 
recognized that guilt is personal.” That 
was Charles Evans Hughes. 

How does it happen that we became 
so welcoming to the concept of guilt by 
It. is partly because the 
concept is a congenial and useful tool 
for those politicians who would ruth- 
lessly discredit the opposition. And it 
is also because Communists have infil- 
trated many organizations and aroused 
a deep suspicion. 


‘Guilt by Association’ as Law 


In 1940 Congress passed the Smith 
Act, making it a crime knowingly to be 
affiliated with any subversive group. 
Ten years later, the same theme was 
played again in the McCarran Act of 
1950. And during that whole decade, 
the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities dinned it into our ears. 

Now let us turn to a second basic 
concept: a man is presumed innocent 
until proved guilty. No such presump- 
tion exists in the Soviet Union. Its ex- 
istence here is one of the glorious dif- 
ferences between us. 

Yet more and more, mere accusation 
is enough to deprive men of their live- 
lihoods, their reputations, their friend- 
ships. And here, again, the Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities sets the 
pattern. It is not a court. But it does 
listen to accusations and then echoes 
them, giving them official weight. 

In the procedure under the Loyalty 
Order, the presumption of innocence 
was frankly overthrown. Now gov- 
ernment employe is subject to dismis- 
sal if there is question of his being a

What Benefits Have Resulted 


Third, what has happened to the con- 
stitutional right of confrontation—the 


right to cross-examine your accusers? 
Under the McCarran Act, persons “de- 
tained” on the ground that they “prob- 
ably will” engage in espionage may be 
given a hearing, but their accusers need 
not appear. In committees, many are 
accused but none can cross examine. 
All of this has happened in the name 
of national security. We have seen 
why what has ha 
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was a famous conviction under the 
Smith Act, that of the Communist party 
leaders—but ‘it was for their acts of 
organizing and conspiring, not for their 
affiliations. The Smith Act would have 
been as effective without that clause. 

Congressional committees have point- 
ed an accusing finger. But in the few 
cases in which active Communists have 
been convicted, their convictions were 
for their actions, or contempt of Con- 
gress, or perjury; they were not con- 
victed simply for being members of the 
Communist party. The publicity given 
to the cross-listing technique has dam- 
aged reputations, but one might have 
a hard time trying to prove that it has 
protected the country. 


Must Safeguards Be Discarded? 


Certainly, in the case of federal em- 
ployes in “sensitive” agencies, those 
who deal with secret information, asso- 
ciations are important. This is a ques- 
tion of security. .What about all the 
other agencies? Is the country made 
more secure by finding thet a clerk in 
an old-age benefits office belonged to 
the Young Communist League in 1938? 

A strong case can be argued for de- 
nying government employes the right 
to confront their accusers. These ac- 
cusers may be useful only so long as 
they remain anonymous. (They might 
also be just gossips—who kriows? 

So there are some of the problems, 
when we try to decide whether any of 
the basic individual safeguards must be 
discarded in order to save the’ country. 
They point, at least, to the need for 
prompt action by Congress. 

First, the various statutes going by 
the name of “McCarran Act,” if they 
are not repealed outright, should be 
amended to prohibit detention of citi- 
zens without a judicial hearing on the 
merits, and drastically to modify the 
“guilt by assdciation” doctrine so that 
it will not lead to futile, tragic depor- 
tations and exclusions. 


A Commission to Study Freedom 


Second, Congress should once again 
wrestle with the old problem of com- 
mittee procedure. Some mechanism 
must be devised whereby accusers can- 
not §° unchallenged. 

Finally, anf perhaps most important, 
is the matter of the loyalty program. 
It is encouraging to learn that the new 
Administration intends to put the em- 
phasis on “security” rather than on 
“loyalty,” but even a man who fs found 

be a “bad security risk” may be a 
victim of injustice harmful both to him 
and to the country. 

The whole problem needs far more 
extended analysis. President Truman 
sought this, naming a board to study 
the matter, but Congress effectively 
prevented the board from serving. 

Now we have a new Congress. This 
new Congress should establish a Spe- 
cial Commission on Security and Free- 
dom—constituted, perhaps, like the 
Hoover Commission. Who would serve? 
Charles Evans Hughes. is gone, but 
splendid names come to mind.

But 
they’re better and life is easier 
for the Russian people. 

Then the Malenkov Govern- 
ment ordered the amnesty and 
many people were freed. But 
not political prisoners. 

The Communist officials start- 
ed to treat Western diplomats 
and the handful of American 
correspondents in Moscow with 
courtesy and, in some cases, 
consideration. There were other 
signs, like these:

Against this comes a lot of the 
old, tiresome nonsense. Beria 
has been an agent of imperial- 
ist powers ... agents of Western 
imperialism started the East 
Berlin demonstrations ... East- 
ern Germany wants no part of 
$15,000,000 worth of feod of- 
fered by the United States. Same 
old stuff. 

Yet, when you look at it close- 
ly, the men now in power could 
hardly, under the circumstances, 
do anything else. They have to 
speak—or they certainly are 
convinced they do—to the mil- 
lions of people in the satellite 
nations. To the poor and igno- 
rant in China and India and the 
restless East and Africa. To the 
people in South America. To 
the British Commonwealth, 
which they’d like very much to 
separate from the United States. 


Army, Police at Home. 


And there are the army and 
the political police at home.

Marshal Georgi Zhukov, a 
considerable fighting man, has 
been brought back from the 
wilds and is in Moscow 4s a 
deputy minister of defense, 

Marshal Ivan Koniev is very 
much about. So is Marshal 
Leoniaé Govorov. Marshal Sem- 
yon Budyenny of the long mus- 
taches. And Marshal Klementi 
Voroshilov is “president” of the 
Soviet Union. Marshal Vasilev- 
sky is up at the top. Timoshen- 
ko is still around. So are Mar- 
shal Vasily Sokolovsky and army 
Gen. Shtemenko. 

Somebody kicked a few of the 
marshals in the pants at the 
Communist party Congress, last 
October. Timoshenko and Bud- 
yenny, for instance, were demot- 
ed from full members of the 
central committee to the status 
of candidate member. 

Omitted by Error? 

Marshal Govorov’s name was 
even left off the first list and a 
few days after its publication, 
Pravda hurried into print with 
an explanation that through an 
error his name had been omit- 
ted. 

Oh yeah? 

After the party Congress sev- 
eral high military men were 
given distinction, dubious though 
it may have been. Those ter- 
rible doctor plotters were trying 
to cut short the lives and put 
out of action: Koniev, Govorov, 
Vassilevsky, Shtemenko, Adm. 
Levchenko “and others,” if I re- 
member correctly. 

That story came out when Sta- 
lin was still alive and when Beria 
was very much in the running. 

What. was that all about? 
Frankly, I’ve never cottoned on 
to that one and it may take 
some time before we know the 
real reason why these military 
men were singled out by who- 
“—< dreamed ‘up the doctors’ 
plot. 

The Italian ambassador in 
Moscow, the astute Baron Ma- 
rio di Stefano, used to put his 
hand on my shoulder, shake 
his wise head and say: “Eddy, 
everything goes back to the 
doctors. The doctors. The 
doctors.” 

It was a Borgia plot with a 
Conan Doyle twist and an O. 
Henry ending. Or has it ended? 

Is there a new look:in Russia, 
or is this Stalinism with Malen- 
kov sauce? I saw enough to 
make me feel, with some reser- 
vations, that a lot of Stalinism 
is dead. 

I can’t get it out of my 
head that unless Malenkov 
plays his cards right, down 
to the deuces, someone from 
the army, or V. M. Molotov, 
or Nikolai Bulganin, or Nikita 
Khrushchev or some dark 
horse may come rushing into 
the act.

Lewis L. Strauss Against Taking Chances 
on Giving Russians Information, 
Favors Some Private Atom Plants. 


This view appears to put him 
into a position of fundamental 
disagreement with those, in- 
cluding President Eisenhower, 
who have spoken out recently 
in favor of releasing more in- 
formation on atomic weapons. 
Strauss emphasizes, in his 
thinking, the difficulty of know-

| Held Same Views Before. 


| The new chairman, who took 
that position July 1, thus retains 
much the same view of atomic 
secrecy that he held in his pre- 
vious term on the commission, 
1946 to 1950, when he was the 
only dissenter in the commis- 
sion’s 4-to-l1 decision to send 
radioactive isotopes to a Nor- 
wegian military research unit. 
Although Strauss has decided 
to grant no interviews for per- 
haps a month, the Post-Dispatch 
has learned with certainty his 
views on a number of important 
policy questions that face the 
commission and Congress. 
Gave Views in Speech. 
Strauss stated his policy re- 
garding secrecy in general terms 
‘at a speech July 2, the day he 
| was sworn in an chairman, at the 


Naval Research Laboratory here. 
| He said: 

“The secret weapon or de- 
fense measure loses a large 
measure of its. effectiveness 
when it loses its security. Fur- 
thermore, when it loses its se- 
curity, it can be turned against 
its inventors. If, therefore, se- 
curity prevents science from 
some cross-fertilization, it is a 
part of the calculated risk of 
living in an unpeaceful world 
and of the price to be paid for 
the sin of war.” 


At another point in that ad- 
dress, he said: “What needs to 
be done, it seems to me, is to 
remove those walls and com- 
partments which are no longer 
performing any useful secur- 
ity function but which hinder 
our own people in free com- 
munication, while at the same 
time very greatly intensifying 
our security in the highly sen- 
sitive areas and in guarding 
our new discoveries with the 
heightened care that we have 
learned or should have learned 
from sad experience.” 


And just where should the 
line be drawn, to determine what 
information should be safe- 
guarded and what should be 
turned loose? 


Strauss would “draw a line 
somewhere around weapons — 


with salients.” The biggest sali- 
ent would take in the technical 
side of producing fissionable ma- 
terial, uranium 235 and plu- 
tonium, which form the explo- 
sive component of atomic bombs 
and other nuclear weapons. 

That line of demarcation is 
generally the same ag the one 
now used by the AEC in decid- 
ing what to make public and 
what to keep secret. 

Cites Information Released. 


To Strauss, this seems a rela- 
tively ljperal approach. He 
denies emphatically that the 
United States has been niggardly 
in its release of atomic informa- 
tion, pointing with pride to vol- 
umes of information that have 
been made public in regular bi- 
monthly reports. He notes that 
many persons believe far too 
much information has been given 
out.

Strauss’s predecessor as AEC 
chairman, Gordon Dean, also 
urged wider dissemination of 
atomic information at a press 
conference just before his re- 
tirement last June 30. Dean said 
recent developments in the field 
of atomic weapons should 
“change our entire concept of 
what war is,” adding, “in this 
situation, I think it is vital that 
the policy makers of our Gov- 
ernment, including’ our. diplo- 
mats, Congressmen and heads 
of agencies, as well as every 
citizen, should have a clear a 
picture as ssible of our de- 
fense capability.” 

Dean proposed also that the 
United States tell the Soviet 
Union publicly the approximate 
destructive power of our atomic 
weapons stockpile, declaring 
this would keep Russia from 
blundering into a war out of 
ignorance, by underestimating 
our power to retaliate. 

Eisenhower’s Position. 


Eisenhower's statement, made 
at a press conference July 8, 


emphasized the fact that secrecy ‘ 


provisions of the Atomic Energy 
Act were written at a time when 
it was hoped that this country 
could keep secret the facts of 
the atomic bomb’s manufacture. 
Now that everybody knows that 
the bomb has been perfected 
here and elsewhere (by Russia 
and England), he said, it is time 
for the Government to be more 
frank with the people than it 
has been in the past. 

Against all these voiced raised 
to advocate less secrecy, Strauss 
holds to much the same position 
he held in 1950, when he noted 
that a distinguished scientist had 
told him that distrust among na- 
tions is the result of secrecy in 
research, Strauss’s comment was: 
“I submit it is the other way 
around.” | 

On other matters, Strauss is 
bringing himself up to date on 
developments since he left the 
commission in 1950, in some 
cases revising opinions he held 
then. 

He agrees, for the present,

However, he considers it impor- 
tant to remember both that new 
deposits are being found all the 
time and also that when uranium 
or plutonium is put into a bomb 
it still “can very easily be con- 
verted into plowshares and 
pruning hooks.” 

The degree of respect with 
which the Senate - House joint 
committee on atomic energy 
regards Strauss and his often- 
dissenting opinions was indi- 
cated -when the committee 
stated, in 1949: 

“The fact that one commis- 
sioner has demonstrated the 
courage and independence to 
dissent upon occasion lends 
added validity to the decisions 
in which he concurred. . ..

ERE IN BERLIN, the unresolved dilemma of American foreign 


policy is startlingly visible. 


The nature of this dilemma is 


very simple. There are all sorts of reasons why the United 
States should now be engaged in an all-out political and, diplo- 
matic offensive for German unity. But, it is difficult to engage 
in an all-out offensive for something you do not really want. 


Virtually everybody in Berlin, 
from the outspoken Mayor Errist 
Reuter to the cautious State De- 
partment men, is convinced that 
the United States should already 


accrue from such a course. 


In the first place, the unifi- 
cation of Germany under a free, 


all-German t was, in 
a sense, what the June 
17 East German revolt was all 


about. The courageous resist- 
‘nce of the East Germans to 
their puppet overlords could be 
a treme asset to the West. 
Both Situations Changed. 

In the second place, thé’ June 
uprising has transformed the 
situation for the West as well as 
for the East. It has dramatized 
the issue of German unity for 
all Germans. Since June 17, the 
Geormans have therefore been 
visibly losing whatever enthu- 
siasm they once had for the pol- 
icy of “integration before uni- 
fication.” 


A side effect of the East Ger- 
man revolt has been to weaken 
further the moribund European 
army project, and to compro- 
mise the position of pro-Ameri- 
can, West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer, chief Ger- 
man sponsor of the European 
army. In these circumstances, in 
the almost unanimous view here, 
the United States had every- 
thing to gain by instantly seizing 
the initiative on the German 
unity issue, in order to exploit 
the East German revolt, and its 
sequel, the purge of Beria. . 

Suppose the Soviets angrily 
rejected the American initiative. 
This could well revive the Euro- 
pean army project, by persuad- 
ing both French and Germans 
that there was no rational alter- 
native. At the time it 
could greatly strengthen Dr. 
Adenauer in the German elec-

Dulles’s Reluctance. 


Dulles’s reluctance is easily 
explained. Not long before he 
met with the British and French 
Foreign Ministers, according to 
reliable reports here, the Na- 
tional’ Security Council had 
ruled that American bases in 
Western Germany must under 
no circumstances be given up. 
This decision merely serves to 
underline what has been obvi- 
ous for a long time—that Ameri- 
can policy in Europe is squarely 
based on the permanent division 
of Germany into two parts, It 
is nonsense to imagine that the 
Russians are going to agrée to 
withdraw their forces from Ger- 
many while American forces re- 
main on German soil. . 


Surely it is time to ask 
whether the permanent division 
of Germany will work in the 
long run. Suppose, fér example, 
that the Russians one day offer 
to meet all other conditions for 
a German settlemen, providing 
only that all foreign troops be 
withdrawn and Germany “neu- 
tralized.” 


The fact might as well be 
faced that such an offer would 
be hailed with glee in France, 
accepted enthusiastically by 
most Germans, and supported in 
influential quarters even in Brit- 
ain, thus isolating the United 
States. Moreover, while Ameri- 
can policy in Europe has re- 
mained rigid, the real situation 

‘has changed.

She Fought Greedy Men 
To Save Our Children

é6 Fi trom the m was brave 

from the moment she 

came into a room,” 
said Newton D. Baker about 
Florence Kelley. The reason 
was because Florence Kelley 
was brave herself and had 
been brave for a long time. 
Being brave in 1917 when she 
served ‘on the War Depart- 
ment’s special board to inves- 
tigate sweatshop manufacture 
of military uniforms was noth- 
ing as compared with facing 
the stone-hearted industrialists 
of Illinois a quarter century 
earlier. For those grasping 
factory operators killed wom- 
en and children by the thou- 
‘sands as a matter of course. 

Consider what Florence Kel- 
ley found in the glass works 
at Alton. As Illinois’s first 
Chief Inspector of Factories, 
appointed by Gov. John Peter 
Altgeld in July 1893—juSt 60 
years ago this month—Mrs. 
Kelley went into the glass 
plants and uncovered abuses 
such as she had seen when, 
as a little girl back in Penn- 
sylvania, she had gone with 
her father one midnight to see 
the blowers’ boys trotting 
steadily to and fro in the 
fierce glare of the glass fur- 

_ maces, 

At Alton they were running 
back and forth to the blowers 
in the same fashion. With the 
passing of the years, the ex- 
ploitation of children had only 
grown the greater. Conditions 
at Alton were so shocking that 
she made the glass industry 
the subject of a prompt spe- 
cial report to Gov. Altgeld. 
As Josephine Goldmark writes 
in this excellent biography of 
Florence Kelley and her times 
—and no little of the future— 
“Dickens himself, in his cru- 
sades against cruelties to chil- 
dren, might have painted the 
picture.” 

* * * 

HE new liiinois iaw was 

being successfully evaded, 

wrote Mrs. Kelley, “by 
dissolute men and women who 
gathered in-orphans and de- 
serted children from the poor- 
houses of five counties adja- 
cent to that in whieh stands 
the city of Alton, and from 
the orphan asylums in St. 
Louis, and made affidavits as 
‘guardians’ of the children 
that the lads were 14 years 
of age when they were really 
from 7 to 10 years. The 
‘guardians’ then proceeded to 
live upon the earnings of the 
children which were, in 1893, 
40 cents a day for small boys 
and 60 cents for larger ones.” 

The first woman factory in- 
spector in the United States 
(the only one until Franklin 
D. Roosevelt appointed Fran- 
ces Perkins industrial commis- 
sioner in New York state 35 
years later) went back to Al- 
ton repeatedly to enforce the 
law. She saw the little chil- 
dren, drawn from _ upstate 
broken homes and asylums, 
landed from filatboats and 
sent to work as blower dogs. 
She stood at the door and 
watched the laboring children. 
She saw the shifts changed 
and the little orphans trot- 
ting behind the men they 
worked for. She saw them 
trail the workers into saloons 

for a dri on the way to 
wretched homes. . 

The law which Florence 
Kelley was to enforce was al- 
most as new as the post of 
factory inspector. For it was 
passed in that first legislative 
session under Gov. Altgeld’s 
far-seeing and humane leader- 
Ship and it created the post 
to which the once poverty- 
stricken Governor had ap- 
pointed Mrs. Kelley. Prime 
movers in the successful battle 


for the law were those con-- 


secrated women who gathered 
at Hull House, Jane Addams, 
Florence Kelley, Ellen Gates 
Starr and the rest.

INCE the earnings of the 
S skilled glass blowers de- 

pended in part on the 
speed of the boys who carried 
for them, the economy of Al- 
ton to no little extent was 
rooted in child labor in the 
glass factories. The adult 
workers joined “the employers 
and the press and even the 
local relief agency” in fore- 
telling “dire sufferings. from 
the enforcement of the new 
Child Labor Law.” 

In the thought of scaring 
Mrs. Kelley and the Governor 
who stood unflinchingly be- 
hind her, the employers 
threatened to close their fac- 
tories. But, as the author

writes, “none of these proph- 
ecies of doom came true, and 
as in other industries, the 
removal of the children re- 
sulted in time in the installa- 
tion of mechanical contriv- 
ances: to replace them.” 

The child labor which Mrs. 
Kelley found in _ Illinois’s 
stockyards aroused her even 
more. She wrote in an offi- 
cial report: 

“Boys cut up the animals 
as soon as the hide is removed, 
little butchers working direct- 
ly in the slaughter house, at 
the most reyolting part of the 
labor performed in the stock- 
yards. These children stand, 
ankle deep, in water used for 
flooding the floor for the pur- 
pose of carrying off the blood 
and refuse into the drains; 
they breathe ait so sickening 
that a man not accustomed to 
it can stay in the place but a 
few minutes; and their work 
is the most brutalizing that 
can be devised.” 

* * - 


0 THER young boys worked 


in a “foul, dark passage ‘ 


at an unguarded machine 
where the smell of the smok- 
ing bones and rags of hide 
excels in horror all the 
smells for which the stock- 
yards are famous.” No crimi- 
nal in the United States, 
wrote the outraged inspector, 
“could be punished by an 
hour’s imprisonment in such a 
place without a horrified pro- 
test ringing throughout the 
land.” 

Florence Kelley did not 
stop with description. She 
told the greedy, inhuman em- 
ployers how unnecessary it all 
was: “With the facilities 
for ventilation and deodoriz- 
ing that are readily available, 
this passageway could be made 
inoffensive. Meanwhile the 
employment of any human be- 
ings in such a place is an out- 
rage and should be summarily 
stopped.” 

This fearless woman hit 
hardest at the high rate of 
accidents to is se who 
worked around unguarded ma- 
chinery. In her report to 
Gov. Altgeld in 1895 she 
wrote: “Killing children by 


: machinery has not yet been 


made a crime in Illinois.” She 
noted bitterly the case of a 
boy she found operating a 
machine at which his father 
had been severely injured, 
“so as to hold the job for 
him”! 

The companies knew full 
well how dangerous the work 
was, she reported. Then she 
quoted the releases of steel 
companies, foundries and rail- 
roads in which parents freed 
the employers “from all claims 
for loss of service of said 
minor on account of any per- 
sonal injuries he may sustain 
while in the employ of said 
company.” 

‘ - * 

O hundred men of her 
N time did as much as this 

woman to expose these 
abuses, to demand their cor- 
rection, to organize and cen- 
ter public opinion upon them 
and in the end to legislate 
many of them out of exist- 
ence. Nothing daunted her. 
Already well grounded in spe- 
cial studies at Cornell Univer- 
sity and at the University of 
Zurich, she answered a brisk 
young diistrict attorney in 
Cook county who -suggested 
she did not know the law, by 
registering as a law student 
| at Northwestern University 
and becoming a full-fledged 
member of the bar. 

She never bothered to prac- 
tice, as there was too much 
else to do that others were 
not doing, but her. knowledge 
of the law enabled her to see 
through the subterfuges of 
lawyers, prosecutors and 
judges, including too often the 
august Supreme Court Jus- 
tices of her day who invali- 


dated laws to prohibit child 
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labor and to effect other 
needed reforms. 

When Gov. Altgeld’s term 
expired in 1897 Florence Kel- 
ley was immediately replaced 
by a business man. The rew 
Republican Governor appoint- 
ed “a man who had been for 
27 years on the payroll of the 
Illinois Glass Co. at Alton.” 

* om _ 

UT any backward turning 
Be the clock was only tem- 

porary. For Florence Kel- 
ley Illinois and Hull House 
were the proving ground for 
work which now began on a 
national scale. In 1899 she 
became secretary of the Na- 
tional Consumers’ League. 
She moved to New York, 
took up residence at the Hen- 
ry Street Settlement, where 
she was associated with the 
great social work efforts of 
Lillian Wald. Both nationally 
and internationally Mrs. Kel- 
ley sought to awaken con- 
sumers to their responsibility 
for the conditions under 
which their goods were pro- 
duced. She helped Louis D. 
Brandeis develop the famous 
“Brandeis Brief” in support 
of welfare legislation. 

Woman suffrage, women’s 
rights as jurors, children’s 
legislation, maximum hours 
laws—Florence Kelley was a 
pioneer battler for them all. 
She joined in the fight to es- 
tablish the FederajJ Children’s 
Bureau in Washington and 
worked closely with Julia 
Lathrop and Grace Abbott, 
the bureau’s first two direc- 
tors. She consulted with Dr. 
Alice Hamilton who blazed 
the trail in the study of in- 
dustrial diseases and poisons 
which killed or wrecked so 
many lives. 

Some of these women had 
greater wisdom, others more 
personal charm, others great- 
er intuition. But Florence 
Kelley was a dynamic, direct, 
head-on battler in a class by 
herself. At her death in 1932 
she had already achieved a 
New Deal of her own. 

* * * 

HE final estimation? As 
T ve friend and co-worker, 

the late Josephine Gold- 
mark writ “She wis a wom- 
an on the heroic scale, gen- 
erous and reckless of herself, 
with a genius for kindling 
others to serve—not herself, 
but the causes for which she 
made her plea, a plea impas- 
sioned yet always: fortified by 
facts.” 

Justice Felix Frankfurter, 
in his warm and perceptive 
foreword, says thatina a galaxy 
of “wonderful Women” Flor- 
ence Kelley remains “the 
most salient, salty character 
of them all.” Urging a wide 
readership for this book, the 
Supreme Court Justice right- 
ly says that Mrs. Kelley’s 
“courage is contag’ us even 
from the printed page.” And 
Elizabeth Brandeis, daughter 
of the late great jurist, who 
finished the final revision for 
her aunt, properly notes Jo- 
ser“ine Goldmark’s own self- 
effacement in telling the story 
of Florence Kelley.’

HAT most recurring liter- 
ary-historical theme of 
colonial America, the Pil- 
grim story, has been cultivated 
once again. A third of a mil- 
lennium (an astonishingly long 
time when one spells it out) 
after the founding of Plymouth 
the American public is well- 


nigh engulfed in a wave of 
Pilgrim portraits. 


Quite possibly post-World 
War II Americans, increasing- 
_ly desperate for a solid footing 
for their own lives, turn for 
precept and example to a 
group of earlier Americans 
whose personal bravery and 
collective courage will ever 
stand as a beacon along the 
American way. 


George F. Willison’s second 
work on the Rilgrim theme 
(his first was “Saints and 
Strangers”) is a potpourri of 
seventeenth-century eyewit- 
ness written record and twen-

“The Pilgrim Reader” is a 
relatively smooth literary 
cocktail compounded of three 
jiggers of Bradford; one jigger 
of Willison; generous dashes 
of Winslow, Morton and Win- 
throp and garnished with re- 
vealing footnotes, an annotat- 
ed bibliography and an ap- 
pendix of personnel.

T IS a long drink, in time 
as well as in pages, because 
the Pilgrims are allowed to 
picture themselves from days 
at Scrooby, England (1606), 
down to incorporation into 
Massachusetts Bay Colony. 
The jerky disunity that a 
simple book of documents on 
this subject would show has 
been avoided by the task the 
author has taken upon him- 
self. Introducing, weaving to- 
gether and finishing off the 
topics and time periods is Mr. 
Willison’s chief contribution. 


Herein the general reader 
simultaneously meets person- 
alities, gets the sweep of the 
general story and savors the 
literary production and his- 
torical record of the Pilgrims. 
‘Given a warm reception, the 
formula employed here—the 
middle ground approach of 
some original materials and 
some synthesis and interpre- 
tation, instead of exclusive 
pursuit of either—will wun- 
doubtedly be turned upon 
other key chapters of Ameri- 
can history.

HE suppressed desire of 
T smose everyone to escape 
to a South Sea island is re- 
duced to the practical level in 
this buyers’ guide. Contrary to 
the usual concept, there aré 
plenty of available islands 
right here in North America, 
and they can be bought for as 
little as $10 an acre. 


But the author hastens to 
add, “Few are complete with 
ravishing native girls, meals 
to be had for the plucking of 
breadfruit or mango trees, and 
the atmosphere of paradise 
usually associated with the 
fabled South Sea isles. But 
then neither are the South 
Sea islands so equipped, ex- 
cept in the fables.” 


The book is devoted to sum- 
marizing the island possibili- 
ties in the various areas of the 
United States and Canada. It 
gives a good idea of existing 
opportunities, and the author 
has thrown in anecdotes that 
help avoid monotony. 


One by-product of the dis- 
cussion might be to provide 
the reader with a number of 
ideas for interesting vacations 
exploring the various. island 
areas, whether or not one ever 
comes to the point of buying 
any sea-side real estate.

HARLOTTE BRONTE'S 
(C vsane Eyre” and her sis- 

ter Emily’s “Wuthering 
Heights” are two of the most 
successful novels of the last 
century. They are, for in- 
stance, widely assigned in col- 
lege and high school, because 
they can be depended on to 
help overcome the natural 
prejudice of young people 
against “old” books. 

Even more interesting, how- 
ever, is the story of the 
Brontes. There were six of 
them, originally, five girls and 
a boy, set down in a parsonage 
at the edge of the moor in 
north England, motherless, 
with an ailing, proud, and 
poor father and an ineffective 
aunt. The two eldest died 
early of consumption, but the 
other four grew to maturity in 
an abnormally isolated and 
intimate companionship.

NDER such circumstances 
UJ: is understandable that 

they should have peopled 
their world with characters 
from their own teeming imagi- 
nations.

UGAR has always been a 
popular symbol of the Old 
South, going hand in hand 
with cotton and tobacco. The 
surprising thing is that until 
the appearance of “Sugar 
@ Country” no adequate study of 
the sugar industry in the 
South had been attempted. 

Much work has been done 
on the influence of cotton and 
tobacco in the South, and 
many students have walked 
gingerly around the edges of 
the sugar field, but it re- 
mained for Mr. Sitterson (pro- 
fessor of history at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina) to 
do a serious job. 

This is an ambitious proj- 
ect. The whole story of sugar 
in the Southern United States 
is touched upon, from the be- 
ginnings of the industry in 
the 1750s right down to the 
revitalized era of the 195s. 

* * . 
UCH a book was not easy 
S to write. A tremendous 
amount of material had to 
be assembled, digested and 
distilled. Space limitations 
precluded the multi-volume 
product which Mr. Sitterson’s 
research would have allowed. 

“Sugar Country” is more 
than a chapter in the history 
of the Old and New South, It 
invades a newer area of his- 
torical study—industrial his- 
tory. The whole pattern of 
labor (slave and free), prices, 
costs, politics and tariff is 
considered, and consequently 
much is added to the general 
knowledge ‘of the South. 

Nor is the social side neg- 
lected. Readers will find in- 
teresting social history in such 
chapters as “Farms and Plan- 
tations,” “The Planter Soci- 
“ety,” “Lesser Folk and Slaves.” 


meant more to the South 

than is generally realized. 
Not only was cane cultivation 
a romantic pastime of plant- 
ers and slaves, it has also been 
a way of life. As Mr. Sitter- 
son says: “The sugar industry 
in the South has withstood the 
vicissitudes of wars, cane dis- 
eases, weather obstacles and 
labor crises.” - 

Those who would sample 
some of the flavor of the 
South, past and present, will 
find “Sugar Country” most 
palatable.

BROOKLYN,. July 18 — Enos 
Slaughter, a grand old pro who 
can remember happier days with 
the Cardinals, collected the 
2000th hit of his colorful career 
today. Brooklyn, it seemed, got 
as many hits in a four-game 
series which fortunately ended 
this afternoon befordé they called 
oft the Flatbush branch of the 
Humane Society. 

‘Wringing the Redbirds’ necks 
again, 14 to 6, the hairy-ehested 
National League champions 
drove the collapsing Cardinals 
into the second division, an un- 
pleasant development for the 
day on which Old War Horse 
Slaughter joined Teammate Stan 
Musial, Bob Elliott and Johnny 
Mize as the only active members 
of the 2000-hit club. 

Slaughter hit safely three 
times to reach and pass a goal 
achieved previously by 93 play- 
ers in major league history. If 
it hadn’t been for three peak 
years in service, the hustling 
bald-headed veteran who came 
up in 1938 would be beyond the 
2500-mark now. '

About noon he begins to 
prepare for the afternoon's 
activities, which include bag 
punching, calisthenics, shadow 
boxing and actual boxing with 
sparmates. 

Marciano is one who goes 
in for the afternoon bouts as 
though he means them. His 
mate used to be Tommy Har- 
rison, a rugged boxer from 
California, and it’s doubtful 
if Rocky ever fought harder 
in the ring than he did against 
Harrison. 

They both seemed to like 
the rugged sessions. There 
is no doubt but that they 
benefitted Marciano, even 
though Harrison injured the 
champion so seriously in one 
workout in Chicago that it 
necessitated the postponement 
of the second fight with Joe 
Walcott for five weeks. 

On that occasion. Harrison 
cut Marciano’s nose, inside. 
There was much speculation 
later as to the effect on the 
champion, but Walcott did not 
stick around long enough to 
provide the answer. 

La Starza is an intelligent 
chap. He knows that to have a 
chance with Marciano he will 
have to be at tops physically, 
so he can be depended upon 
to condition himself carefully. 

His trainer handled Walcott 
in beth of his fights with Mar- 
ciano and while that doesn't 
sound so good for La Starza, 
Florio is known as a good con- 
ditioner of boxers. He'll 
have Roland at his best. 
La Starza will have the ben- 
efit of the knowledge Florio 
has gained through seconding

Dr. G. B. Herndon, fisheries 
chief for the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission, said there is 
an authenticated record of a 
blue catfish of 150 pounds taken 
from the Mississippi river in 
Missouri 


“The largest catfish ‘I shave 
seen weighed 96 pounds,” Dr. 
Herndon said. “It was taken 
several years ago at the mouth 
of the Salt river as it joins the 
Mississippi just above Louisi- 
ana, Mo.” 

The taking of 100-pound cat- 
fish certainly is a rarity, but 
enough of them have been 
caught to prove they are mare 
than just a fisherman's imagina- 
tion. 

Jay Morrow, assistant conser- 
vation director, recalls that as a 
boy he saw huge catfish pulled 
from the Missouri river near 
Jefferson City. Unusually large 
catches were hung outside a 
meat market for the public to 
see and admire. Morrow says he 
remembers with almost certain- 
ty that some of these fish 
weighed more than 100 pounds. 

These monsters seldom, if 
ever, are caught by the ordinary 
angler because they would make 
short shrift of the usual tackle. 
Commercial fishermen take the 
real big cats. 

Arguments over the size of 
catfish arise because the kind 
usually referred to by sports- 
men is the channel cat, a game 
species that gets nowhere close 
to 100 pounds. The huge: ones 
are the blues and the Goujons, 
also known as flatheads.

ENZING and I arrived at Camp Seven, 24,000 
feet high, on the Lhotse face, after a three and 
one-quarter hour trip up from Camp Four 


advanced base, 2800 feet below. 


We found our support party, George Lowe 
and Alfred Gregory, already in residence together 
with the three Sherpa porters, Ang Nima, Ang 
Tembar and Pamber, who we were hoping would 
carry a camp for us high on the southeast ridge. 
We also had five other Sherpas who were to carry 
loads as far as South Col, the saddle, or pass,

Only 
one Sherpa porter, Ang Nima, 
was left to carry for us out of 
our original band of three. Our 
only alternatives were to carry 
the camp ourselves or 1 po 
the attempt, and this last was 
unthinkable. 


We repacked the loads, elim-

to cut down our supplies of 
oxygen. At 8:45 Lowe, Gregory 
and Ang Nima departed, all car- 
rying over 40 pounds each and 
breathing oxygen at four liters 
per minute.

personal clothing, sleeping bags 
and air mattresses and some 
food onto our oxygen frames 
and left at 10 a.m., carrying 
50 pounds apiece. We followed 
slowly up the long slopes to the 
foot of the Great Couloir (a 
wide steep gully on the moun- 
tain side) and climbed the veri- 
table staircase hewn by Lowe in 
the firm, steep snow. 

We reached the ridge at mid- 
day and joined the other party 
who were resting near the tat- 
tered ruins of the Swiss tent of 
the previous spring. It was a 
wonderful spot with remarkable 
views in every direction and we 
indulged in an orgy of photog- 
raphy. Then we heaved in our 
loads again and moved 150 feet 
up the ridge to the dump made 
by Hunt two days previously. 

We were now at 27,350 feet, 
but considered this was still far 
too low for an effective summit 
camp. We were all going ex- 
tremely well, so decided to add 
this extra gear to our already 
large loads. 

Gregory took some more oxy- 
gen and Lowe some food and 
fuel and I tied on the tent. 
Apart from Ang Nima, who was 
carrying just over 40 pounds, we 
all had loads of from 50 to 60 
pounds.

HE rocks were well frozen in,

E started up our cooker and

I dragged our oxygen sets into 
the tent, cleaned the ice off them 
and then completely rechecked 
and tested them.

Fi- 
nally, at 6:30 a.m., we crawled 
out of our tent into the snow, 
hoisted our 30 pounds of oxygen 
so ge, = eee gear onto our’ backs, connected 
ee up our masks and turned on the 
valves to bring life-giving oxygen 
into our lungs. A few good deep 
breaths and we were ready to go. 


Tenzing moved off and kicked 
a deep line of steps away from 
the rock bluff which protected 
our rent into the steep powder 
snow slope to the left of the 
main ridge. The ridge Was now 
all bathed in sunlight and we 
could see our first objective— 

the south summit—far above us. 

Tenzing, moving purposefully, 
kicked steps in a long traverse 
back toward the ridge. We 
reached its crest just where it 
forms a great distinctive snow 
bump at about 28,000 feet. 

From here the ridge narrowed 
to a knife edge and I took over 
the lead. We were moving 
slowly, but steadily with plenty 
in reserve. 

Soft, unstable snow on the 
crest of the ridge made a route

sufficient endurance we would 
be unable to use the four liters 
per minute we had originally 
planned, but I estimated that if 
we reduced our supply to three 
liters per minute we might still 
have a chance. 

I prepared the sets and made 
the necessary adjustments. One | 
thing in our favor was that 
Evans and Bourdillon had left 
two bottles, each one-third full 
of oxygen, some hundreds of 
feet above our camp. We were 
relying on this oxygen to get 
us back to South Col. 

In the evening the wind 
dropped almost completely ex- 
cept for an exceptionally strong 
gust every 10 minutes. We drank 
vast quantities of liquid and ate 
a satisfying meal out of our 
store of delicacies—sardines on 
biscuits, tinned apricots, dates, 
biscuits and jam and honey.

But first there 
was our own farm to 
search, to make certain 
she hadn't jumped into 
the corn field or over into 
the new clover and_foun- 
dered herself.

on Monday morning and first thing out of the box made 
a disturbing discovery. Away at the back of the farm we 
found a big limb blown from a wild cherry tree, with the 
leaves half-wilted. It is characteristic of the wild cherry 
that, while the leaves are quite harmless when green or 
entirely dry, in the wilted stage they contain enough prussic 
acid to kill a mature cow in three or four hours. We 
know this from sad experience because we lost a fine cow 
to wild cherry poisoning after a storm last summer. So on 
Monday we spent six or seven hours combing the woods 
and thickets at Possum Trot to make certain we didn’t 
have a dead Peggy on our hands. And while we didn’t 
find hair nor hide of her, we felt relieved that she was 
probably still alive.

@ TUESDAY MORNING we saddled Daisy and Ribbon 
and renewed our search. We rode out the ridge and 
down through the woods and found a bunch of steers 
in one field, but no Peggy.

HERE’S never a dull mo- 

ment in a house where 

there’s a pre-school age 
child. Ours is no exception. But 
two days a week, early in the 
morning, there’s a blessed, bliss- 
ful half hour of quiet, an inter- 
lude in which the only sound is 
a soothing voice from the tele- 
vision set. 


The voice * belongs to Dr. 
Frances Horwich of Chicago, and 
the TV program she conducts is 
known as Ding-Dong School. 
Broadcast over the NBC network 
five days a week, it is seen on 
KSD-TV 6n Fridays at 9 a.m. 
and kinescoped on Saturday at 
9 am. The TV Letter Box of 
the Post-Dispatch’s Sunday Mag- 
azine was recently subjected to 
debate between those who want 
the Arthur Godfrey gram 
every morning at 9 and those 
who want Ding-Dong. Harried 
mothers have indicated they'd 
like the latter, not only daily, 
but all day long from bedlam to 
bedtime. 

Reaction among St. Louis au- 
diences is no exception. The 
video nursery school has been 
the sensation of the year in TV 
circles and a surprise sensation 
at that. Aimed at three-to-five 
years olds, it could not be evalu- 
ated by experts in advance. Even 
its backers were dubious as to 
the potential power of a school 
teacher demonstrating finger 
painting and boat sailing on tele- 
vision. On its debut day last 
October, one official described it 
as “either the worst or the best 
show we've ever had.”

EITHER he nor anyone else 
N anticipated what actually hap- 

pened. Within two months, 
Ding-Dong School was a network 
show, the hottest thing on tele- 
vision, with a rating higher than 
Godfrey’s, drawing an average 
of 500 letters a day, with an 
audience not limited to three- 
to-five but numbering viewers 
from seven months to 84 years. 
And plump, friendly Dr. Hor- 
wich, as “Miss Frances,” had 
become as well known among 
viewers as Hopalong Cassidy. 

Ding-Dong’s viewers, young 
and old, perhaps imagine that 
their favorite program comes 
from a real school and might be 
disillusioned, as was Dr. Hor- 
wich's secretary, to observe the 
lack of permanence in its set- 
ting. Broadcast from the Stude- 
baker Theater on Michigan boul- 
evard, hemmed into one corner 
of the stage by lights and cam- 
eras, Ding-Dong School has 
walls that are only dark cur- 
tains, portable shelves and a 
couple of unpainted cabinets to 
house its equipment. But when 
Miss Frances’s warm voice takes 
over, illusion becomes reality. 

“Hello, there, did you have a 
nice day yesterday?” she asks 
the children, and she's talking 
right at them because she’s 
seated on a hassock at their eye 
level. “I hope it’s «a nice day 
today wherever you are, so 
you're able to get outdoors and 
play, and have a good lunch and 
a good nap and feel just fine 
all day long.” 

One of the first orders of 
business is an examination of 
the drawing and  paste-ups 
pinned around the curtain wall, 
-offerings crude and clever, artis- 
tic and goshawful, sent in by 
the children by the boxfuls, and 
treated as reverently as if they 
were exhibition masterpieces on 
a world tour. 

“Look at this,” Miss Frances 
says enthusiastically of a kanga- 
roo-like bunny. “It’s a rabbit 
and he’s wearing overalls. Of 
course, rabbits don’t really wear 
overalls. Do they? No, of course 
not. That’s what? That's right. 
It’s—make believe.” 

The major activity of the day 
might be creative work in clay 
or crayon or papier mache, hand 
puppets, or something instruc- 
tive such as a musician demon- 
strating a certain instrument.

The original idea of a TV nurs- 
ery school came from George 
Heinemann, WNBQ director, who 
approached Judith Waller, NBC’s 
Chicago director of public affairs 
and education.

the walk to Taylor's bunga- 
low apartment in a court of sev- 
eral similar two-story structures. 
It is 7 p.m. of the fatal first of 
February. As Peavy opens the 
door, Miss Normand hears Tay- 
lor saying goodby to someone on 
the telephone, He seems agitat- 
ed, but says nothing to her about 
the call. 

Miss Normand has come for 
a book which Taylor, “a close 
friend for about a year and a 
half,” wants her to read. He is 
finishing his dessert and they 
have a drink together, as glasses 
found the next day indicate. 

Peavy leaves for the evening 
at 7:30 and Miss Normand is 
escorted to her waiting car by 
Taylor at about 7:45. The time 
is verified by Miss Normand’s 
chauffeur, who drives her home. 
Taylor promises to telephone 
her at 9 o'clock. But by 8:15 
he is dead. 

For Taylor left his front door 
open, and while he is at the 
curb, someone has sneaked into 
the apartment, coming from be- 
hind the row of bungalows. 
Taylor apparently is unaware of 
the intruder, for he sits down 
to begin work on his 1921 in- 
come tax. (His statement showed 
an income of $37,000, big money 
in those days.) , 

In his last few minutes of 
life, the director’s thoughts may 
have touched not only on the

born in County Cork, Ireland, 
his real name William Cunning- 
ham Deane Tanner. His father, 
a British army officer, is angry 
when William chooses acting in 
preference to a military career. 
Young William comes to the 
United States, knocks about as 
an actor and then enters busi- 
ness in New York. By 1908, he 
is reported earning $25,000 a 
year. He has a wife, daughter, 
many friends. A brother, Den- 
nis Deane Tanner, has joined 
him in this country.

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OMETIME in 1917, he drifts 

into Hollywood, where as Wil- 

liam Desmond Taylor, he gets 
a job as an actor but changes 
soon to directing. In New York 
his wife, a former Fioradora girl 
named Ethel May Harrison, has 
divorced him on grounds of mis- 
conduct and desertion. 

Meanwhile, Brother Dennis 
also has vanished, leaving a wife 
and two children. 

Hollywood is kind to Tay- 
lor. As he sits figuring his in- 
come tax, he may also muse over 
scenes he will shoot the next 
day on his new picture starring 
Mary Pickford. He has lots of 
girl friends, but, it seems, in a 
quiet sort of way. About him 
are three pictures of Mabel Nor- 
mand, one each of Mary Miles 
Minter, Neva Gerber and Wini- 
fred Kingston.

Whether Sands really was the 
younger Tanner is something 
probably only he and Taylor 
knew. Police report that finger- 
prints said to be young Tanner's 
did not match those of Sands. 

“If I ever lay my hands on 
Sands, I will kill him,” Taylor 
was quoted by Claire Windsor 
a week before. 

Now the tall director turns 
from his desk as a figure looms 
at his side, holding a .38 revol- 
ver. Taylor has both checkbook 
and paper at hand. What did

check, or a letter of some sort? 

The answer may never be 
known. A shot rings out. Taylor 
falls dead, the bullet coursing 
from the left side upward to- 
ward the right shoulder.

» NEW YORK, July 18. 

FTER years of telling a 

woman what she should or 

should not wear during any 
particular season, the designers 
finally have put her on her own. 
What she wears for fall will be 
governed by her own prefer- 
ences and her own intuition. 


The old idea that a fashion- 
able woman should be a “clothes 
horse” to model what is offered 
her and make the best of it has 
gone the way of the $16.75 dress 
and cotton stockings. Now it is 
up to her to choose whatever 
course she wishes to follow in 


‘acquiring a smart wardrobe. The 


path she travels will have plenty 
of curves without any warning 
signals, numerous angles which 
might lead to the wrong turn, 
and some short cuts that aren't 
as practical or flattering as first 
glance indicates. But if she has 
a good sense of direction and a 
favorite designer whose guide- 
posts she has faith in follow- 
ing, her wardrobe should be the 
most becoming thatsshe has ever 
assembled. As the fall showings 
of fashions arranged by the New 
York Dress Institute and allied 
style interests have continued 
during the past week there has 
been increased emphasis upon 
the individuality of the wearer 
as a dominant theme of the new 
season. How much _ fullness 
there is in a hemline or what 
silhouette a coat displays is gov- 
erned by personal preference 
rather than any set rules laid 
down by the designers. 


Certain fundamentals, how- 
ever, are apparent, and undoubt- 
edly will govern'the selection of 
a successful wardrobe. Every 
woman, for example. will want 
to look handsome, beautiful and 
pretty depending upon her age 
and her type but not even a 
teen-ager will want to look 
“cute.” The clothes have too

One word that seems to be 
used more than any other in de- 
scribing the new clothes is the 
word “soft.”. The commentators 
have spoken of soft fullness in 
deseribing skirt width and 
bodice drapery. The adjective 
applies also to fabrics which 
have a smoother texture and a 
lighter weight. The satin fin- 
ishes and the sleek, broadcloth 
type of woolens are typical of 
the new trend. There is a soft- 
ness, too, about the colors, al- 
though considerable vividness is 
noteworthy. Taupe, pale beige, 
stained glass window shades and 
rich autumnal hues contribute 
much to the feminity and hand- 
some impression of the fashions. 


Curves abound in both day- 
time and evening clothes, and 
offer a hazard to the woman 
with figure problems.

Heavier and higher hats are 
tempting as are beltless knitted 
dresses.

With her one good arm she 
cut and shaped seven different 
uniform slings in a trial and er- 
ror method to find the best one. 

Until 1948 she made them 
only for her friends, but the de- | 
mand for her slings became so | 
great that she put the product 
in the hands of a sales firm. | 

Now she runs the firm her- | 
self and has sales outlets in| 
nearly half of the nation’s med- | 
ical supply houses. All work is | 
contracted by sewing firms and | 
she runs an office in an apart- | 
ment hefe. . 

Mrs. Teare’s patterns are se-| 
cret, but she said the cut of the | 
sling gives it an elasticity while | 
it retains shape. The slings are | 
made from cotton twill and plas- | 
tic in black and white.

replenish body fluids lost 
through perspiration may be. 


considerably in excess of the 
amount indicated by thirst. 

' The physiologist pointed out 
that just gulping down water 
won't do the trick. He said per- 
sons “feel better when they train 
themselves to drink fixed 
amounts of water on a regular 
schedule.”

tentially thriving business. 

About eight years ago Gold- 
man set out to grow grass on | 
his terrace. It just wouldn’t| 
grow. If rain didn’t wash away | 
the seed, the birds had a feast 
or the wind blew it away. 

Goldman decided he had to} 
find something that would re-| 
tard the sprouting process until | 
the rovts had gained a strong | 
foothold. He finally developed | 
what he calls Klep Slope Grass | 
Anchorage, now made in his| 
own plant. 

The fine substance is mixed 
with water and spread on newly- | 
sown grass with a watering can. 
A crust forms on the ground, | 
forcing the roots to grow deep | 
since sprouting is prevented un- | 
til the anchoring material is 
finally absorbed by the soil. 

Goldman claims the substance | 
won't injure the soil and has no |

TORRENT THAT THREATENS to engulf the nation's 

farm economy is pouring from Midwest farms. It 

is, paradoxically, a flood of plenty, for the torrent 
is wheat, the breadstuff of the world. The problems 
created by the golden overflow are ironic, complicated 
and potentiqlly serious. 

he irony of the situation lies in the fact that this 
country produces more wheat—and other foodstuffs 
and fiber, for that matter—than it can consume, but 
many areas of the world, which need the surplus, can- 
not afford to buy it. There is contradiction in the 
political side of the problem, for the Republican Ad- 
ministration is being forced to continue price supports 
and controls that the party denounced in last year's 
campaign. Dropping the federal farm aid program, 
farmers generally believe, would ruin the farm econ- 
omy and damage the country’s entire economic structure. 


, The physical facet of the problem manifests itself 


“Yn the Midwest prairies where most of the country’s 
wheat is produced. For several years production has 


outstripped consumption with the surplus now amount- 
ing to 580,000,000 bushels. This year’s crop, despite 
drouth in part of the wheat belt, is expécted to total 
1,174,000,000 bushels, of which 120,000,000. would be 
added to the-already staggering surplus. With stor- 
age facilities filled with carry-over wheat, the inime- 
diate problem is where to put this year’s harvest. Some 
of it is simply being piled on the ground. 

. Farmers contend they cannot produce wheat at a 
profit for less than $2.21 a bushel, the current parity 
price. Through the parity program, the government 
guarantees the farmer that amount by, in effect, offer- 
ing to take his wheat at that price if no one else will. 
Thus the government has come to’ own about one bil- 
lion dollars worth of surplus wheat. Little is exported; 
selling at the world price of $1.80 to $2 a bushel means 
a loss to the government of 20 to 40 centseon each 
bushel. - To prevent further increase in the surplus, the 
administration has invoked production and marketing 
controls on next year's crop.

Drouth in Texas, Oklahoma, southwest 
Kansas and southeast Colorado also brought an unwelcome measure 
of over-all relief by wiping out wheat crops in those areas. .

In legislative action last Tuesday, Congress limited 
next year's crop to 62,000,000 acres, compared with 78,000,000 acres 
planted this year. But farmers will have an opportunity to approve 
or reject the controls in a referendum, a two-thirds majority being re- 
quired for approval. Should quotas be approved, wheat would con- 
tinue to be supported by the government at 90 per cent of its parity 
price.* Should quotas be rejected, support would fall to 50 per cent 
of parity, making the government-assured price $1.22 a bushel.

N THE JAM-PACKED sight-seeing lists of most tourists 
trying to “do” Paris in a few days, one of the “musts” 
is the great French art museum, the Louvre. It would 

take months, if not years, to study all the contents of this 
vast cultural storehouse. But for the harried tourist, often on 
a once-in-c-lifetime trip, the Louvre must perforce be sand- 
wiched in with the Eiffel Tower, a carriage ride down the 
Champs Elysees and the Folies Bergere. 

- Cognizant of the tourists’ plight, the Louvre officials have 
thoughtfully tacked up direction signs to the museum's most 
famous attraction—the Venus de Milo. This statue, fashioned 
during the second“cen B.C. by an unknown artist, has 
become the classical model of feminine beauty. Unearthed 
in 1820 during archeological excavations on the island of 
Milo, it is now one of the most popular pieces of sculpture 
in the world, even with tourists who are in a hurry.

The family of Bert Pettus is one of sev- 
eral attached to the Rogers Brothers Circus, 
a “mud show” (one traveling in its own 
conveyances) making the small-town cir- 
cuit. The family life of father, mother, 
three children revolves entirely around 
the big top. Every one of them is a work- 
ing member of the circus organization, the 
parents as professionals, the children as 
apprentices. 

Pettus’ major job is looking-after trans- 
portation—the efficient, rapid and sure 
movement from stand to stand of 30 ve- 
hicles loaded with 90 show people, more 
than 50 assorted animals and equipment. 
He also has charge of erecting the tents 
and looking after the animals, trains the 
elephants, and puts on an elephant act in 
each of two daily shows. Mrs. Pettus is 
primarily a performer, with aerial, ele- 
phant and dog acts; she doubles in brass 
as ticket taker and usher, and is her chil- 
dren's school teacher. Tommy, 10, and 
Sandra, 5, are performers, Tommy as one 
of the circus’ four clowns, Sandra in an 
elephant act. One of the stars of the big 
top, she is billed as “the youngest elephant 
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Mrs. Pettus puts Sandra to bed on a 
couch in the trailer living room. The 
trailer, besides the living room, has 
two bedrooms used by the boys and 
the parents, a kitchen and bathroom. 


The family has its evening meal in the circus cook tent. Supper is one of 
the main week-day chances for the family to get together.

It 
is now time for the children to study or re- 
cite their school lessons. Circus affairs, 
including the matinee performance, take 
up the afternoon and much of the evening. 
Shortly after 10 p.m., when the night show 
ends, the children are in bed. 

Sunday is a day off, when the circus 
rarely moves or performs, and circus peo- 
ple rest. In the winter, two or three months 
in quarters at Fort Myers, Florida, Pettus 
stays with the show as winter animal 
trainer, and the children attend school. 

The Pettus family income comes to 
between $6000 and $8000 a year, depend- 
ing on circus business. Pettus and his wife

PINACH, USUALLY A BOILED or creamed side dish, can 

be made into a distinctive main dish. Mrs. Candice 

Hughes, dietitian for the Raleigh House in 
prepares the iron-rich leafy vegetable as a timbale, served 
with rarebit topping. 

Mrs. Hughes washes the 4 YON thoroughly and chops 
it. She makes a cream sauce by melting butter and blend- 
ing in flour, then adding milk and cooking the mixture over 
low heat, stirring constantly, until it is thick and smooth. 
Eggs are beaten and, continuing the beating, are stirred in. 
Sugar, salt and pepper are added. t of all, the ch 
spinach is folded in. This is poured into a baking 
and baked at 325 degrees for an hour:and a quarter, or 
until a knife inserted comes out clean. 

To make the rarebit sauce, butter is melted and the ea 
ingredients—flour, salt, black pepper, mustard, cayenne an 
paprika—are mixed together, then combined with it. Milk 
and cream are combined and poured, with the Worcester- 
shire sauce, into the butter mixture, which is cooked until 
thickened. With the sauce still over low heat, grated cheese 
is added and allowed to melt. Rarebit sauce is spooned 
over the baked spinach, cut in squares. Suggested accom- 

ents are a mixed fruit salad and fried eggplant. 

INGREDIENTS: One pound fresh spinach (about one 
cup chopped), two tablespodns butter, one-third cup flour, 
one and one-half cups milk, two eggs, one-half teaspoon 
salt, sprinkling of black pepper, one-half. teaspoon sugar. 
Rarebit Sauce—One and one-half tablespoons butter, one- 
fourth cup flour, one-half teaspoon dry mustard, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon paprika,.dash of cay- . 
enne, scant tablespoon Worcestershire sauce, one and one- 
eighth cups milk and one cup (table) cream, one-half 
pound cheddar cheese. 


Rarebit sauce is prepared in same manner as cream 
e sauce and cheese is added last, stirring until it has 
melted. It may be kept warm over hot water.

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IKE everyone in the West, I was struck by the 
recent uprisings in East Germany. For I 
know how it is to revolt against a dictator. 

The Russians, of course, rushed in with 
tanks and machine guns to bring the peace 
of the graveyard to the streets alive with riot. 

But still the workers defied them-—fists against 
steel. It was wonderful—but doomed. 

No mass uprising alone will overthrow a dictator- 
ship. I know, because I grew up in Hitler’s Germany. 
I served in his army. And I was one of those Ger- 
mans who till 1944, plotted to kill him. 

It’s hard to realize how the sensitive wires of 
government reach out to entwine each individual 
in a modern dictatorship unless you've lived through 
it. 

Along these wires flows the very juice of life— 
food, communications, transportation, fuel and in- 
formation. This network is controlled by the “switch- 
board” of government, the top offices where all 
decisions are made. 
> So today’s successful revolution depends on seiz- 
ing this switchboard. Even in a country the size of 
Russia, a few thousand of the right people can do 
it better than a mob of millions. 
>» I doubt that the world’s free peoples can hope for 
a successful mass uprising behind the iron curtain. 
Already, the Berlin riots have shown that the 
Russian rulers are capable of putting them down 
with unsparing cruelty. Even if it were partly suc- 
cessful, such a revolution would surely generate 
chaos. And this, because it would bring death to 
countless innocent people, might well produce even 
worse leaders than the present dictators. 

The only real hope is the kind of blitz revolt of 
disciplined, highly-placed persons that we tried in 
Germany. And our miserable failure there on July 
20, 1944, shows how difficult even that can be. 

As all the world knows, our plan was to plant a 
‘time-bomb in a briefcase in Hitler’s East Prussia 
headquarters. Because a colonel named Heinz 
Brandt (he died later of wounds from the explosion) 
unwittingly kicked the brief case aside. Hitler lived. 
And the whole revolt collapsed by nightfall. 

But it could have worked. We had a timetable 
for revolution which, I’m sure, is still the right way 
to overthrow a modern dictatorship. :

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Czechoslovakia is that they indicate the time may 
be ripe to put such a timetable into effect. They 
show that the people would welcome a new hand 
at the switchboard—a hand which will free the 
country on the basis of modern democracy. 

> I've found that people in a free country like the 
United States often make the mistake of assuming 
that dictators don’t have to worry about public 
opinion. Let me assure you that public opinion is 
an active force even behind the heavy iron curtain. 


A Wave of Feeling 


to publish newspapers or stage meetings 

or talk on the radio like you do here. But 
mass opinion is there—in the form of a wave of 
general feeling. And no revolt will succeed unless 
it rides the crest of this wave. Now the wave seems 
to be cresting in the Russian satellites and even 
in the Ukraine which is part of the U.S.S.R. 

But before you can take advantage of a situation 
like this and put your timetable to work, a lot of 
planning must be done. The thousand or so key 
men must agree on all the details. 

This planning isn’t easy in a dictatorship where 
you can’t write, phone, telegraph or hold meetings. 
Most of it has to be done in face to face meetings. 
If you’re lucky enough to have a special communica- 
tions network — like the Army wireless system, for 
example—you have to be sure that everyone is with 
you, right down to the messenger who handles your 
telegrams. 

In fact, it is best to have a standby communica- 
tions system of your own even though you may not 
be able to use it until the revolt starts. You may have 
to smash equipment to stop the dictator’s voice. But 
your own must be heard. 

Finally everything is set. Here’s how you would 


cy COURSE, the people don’t have a chance 


- finally act: 


ZERO HOUR: This is the time when by murder, 
by imprisonment or by accident, you get rid of 
“number one”—the dictator. Because we failed in 
Germany, we failed all the way down the line. 

ZERO PLUS TWO HOURS: By now, you should 
control or have already destroyed all the nation’s 
communications machinery. This requires a corps 
of capable, energetic (and, perhaps, ruthless) 
young people in every town. One radio station run

by the opposition could upset your plot. 

By this time you should also have physical com- 
mand of the principal offices of government and of 
such vital places as power plants. This can only be 
accomplished, of course, by loyal troops. 

My own active part in the German revolt illus- 
trates this. During part. of 1943, I was with the 
home army in Potsdam, near Berlin, where my job 
was assigning officers to duty. My “friends” told me 
to see that there were no Nazi officers in the regi- 
ment. It was to be a regiment-that “would not ask 
too many questions, but would clean up the mess.” 

ZERO PLUS SIX HOURS: New orders should now 
be going out over your communications system to 
keep the huge, technical machinery of a modern 
nation functioning. You should also be moving to 
imprison or cut off all those organizations which 
would be especially loyal to the dictator, such as 
the Gestapo in Germany or the Russian NKVD. 

To show that you've actually taken over, even 
such simple things as this should be happening — 
the man you have designated, say, as the new Min- 
ister of Education must be sitting in the old Min- 
ister’s chair, at his desk, and even dictating letters to 
his secretary! That shows everybody that the revo- 
lution is there to stay. 

ZERO PLUS THIRTY-SIX HOURS: This is the moment 
when there should no longer be any shooting any- 
where in the country. All the essential services like

trains, food rationing and public utilities should 
be functioning well enough to avoid chaos, at least. 

By now, too, you should be showing the rest of 
the world by what President Eisenhower has called 
“sincere signs” that your regime is operating on a 
different moral theory of government. 

All the free world, for example, has made it 
plain what they expect of a really peaceful Russian 
regime—free elections, the end of hostilities in the 
Far East, the end of slave labor, freedom for satel- 
lite nations like East Germany and Czechoslovakia 
and opening the borders to newspapermen and other 
visitors. All these things should be proclaimed and 
ambassadors should be on their way abroad to see 

t they’re done within 36 hours. 

' How likely is such a revolt in a modern dic- 
tatorship? I can tell you that it is not impossible. 

One reason is that the boasting types who make 
life hell in a dictatorship—the party functionaries 
and the secret police—just don’t react once their 
chief is eliminated. Most of these people are not 
really intelligent. Without orders, they are lost. 

(Incidentally, the hope I often hear expressed— 
particularly since Stalin’s death—that the leaders 
of the dictatorship will fight among themselves is, 
in my opinion, a vain one. Even if they hate each 
other enough to slip poison in the soup, they will 
compromise. They're afraid that, if one falls, they'll 
all lose their good jobs.) 


Easier In Germany 


REVOLT of this kind was more of a posibil- 
A ity in the Third Reich than in Russia 
today. The chief reason is that Hitler’s rule 
was only 10 years old. There was still a large body 
of honorable men whose word would-be trusted 
both inside Germany and abroad. But what of a 
dictatorship that has lasted 30 years? 
» For this reason it would be more logical to look 
for successful revolutions in Rumania, Czecho- 
slovakia, East Germany or Hungary. 
» Of course, no revolt can be accomplished without 
a lot of agony and soul-searching on the part of 
the revolutionaries. You imperil not only yourself 
but your loved ones. 
» You are terribly lonely. I know. Once I was com- 
mitted to revolt I couldn’t even mention it to my 
father, who was an anti-Nazi. I couldn’t trust his

ability to shut up, for he might have mentioned my 
position in a moment of pride. 

And then you find yourself in the tragic position 
of realizing that to get rid of your dictator, you must 
hope for the victory of your enemies. For me, it 
meant seeing the Russians—my older brother died 
fighting them in 1941 and I was wounded four times 
on the Eastern front—roll over our country. 

Remember that I, like young Russians, grew up 
under a dictatorship. Hitler’s propaganda was con- 
stantly drummed into my ears and flashed before my 
eyes. His foes became mine. ' 


We Learned the Truth Later 


HEN WE marched into Poland, for example, 

nobody on my level (second lieutenant) in 

the army doubted the virtue of our cause. 
We had been told Poles were persecuting Germans. 
Indeed, we found that was true. But it was only at 
the Nuremberg trials that we learned the unbeliev- 
able truth—Hitler had sent agents into Poland to 
cause this persecution. 

I personally began to question the regime as 
early as 1940 when I saw Nazi functionaries herd- 
ing Jews into ghettos. It was my first experience 
with atrocities. From then on, I knew we had to get 
rid of Hitler. 

But not many Germans of my age shared my 
knowledge and, therefore feelings. Young women, 
hating the dictator, were nevertheless not willing 
to risk losing the milk their babies needed. And 
young men who had not personally witnessed Nazi 
excesses could digest the poisonous propaganda. 
Through food and information the modern dictator 
cripples the spirit of man. 
> It goes so far that many disgusted young Germans 
would shrug and.tell me, “Revolt? Why revolt? 
We'll just go and fight to defend our Eastern front 
where we'll have a chance of getting killed . . .” 
>» That was in Hitler’s time. But just last month 
Germans in Berlin showed they had greater spirit 
than this—by tackling Russian tanks with rocks and 
bare hands. ' 
> It was a revolt, all right. It was magnificent. It 
may still be the turning point in the history of the 
Russian regime. But it was bitterly tragic, too. It 
proved again that revolt against a modern dictator 
can succeed only by striking at the top. 


HE WAS READY TO KILL HITLER 


In November, 1943, Baron von dem Bussche (above) as a 
young officer volunteered to sacrifice his own life in an effort 
to kill Hitler. A “fashion show” of new military uniforms was 
planned in Berlin. Von dem Bussche offered to “model” a new 
overcoat—in the pockets of which bombs were to be planted. 
At the proper moment he planned to grapple with the Fuehrer, 
while igniting the bombs. The plan failed when an Allied air 
attack burned the new overcoats and delayed the “fashion 
show.” Bussche was soon ordered to the Eastern Front, where 
he was wounded seriously early in 1944. 

Now 34, von dem Bussche, son of an old aristocratic family; 
joined the German Army in 1937, later rose to major. After the 
war, he worked successively for the British Broadcasting Corp., 
for a German publisher and for the Bonn government. Now in

What's it like to visit America’s busiest man? Here’s a report on one day’s 


WASHINGTON. 
HAT’s IT like to pay a call on the Pres- 
ident of the United States? 

Every year, hundreds of important, 
excited or just plain lucky people do 
that very thing. Suppose you were one of them. 
Here’s what would happen: 

» First, your name would appear néatly typed 
on the official White House calling list which 
is made up each day at 4 p.m. by Appointments 
Secretary Tom Stephens. 

» The next day, with time to spare, you would 
walk up to the policeman at the northwest 
gate of the White House. 

» He would be expecting you, and would tell 
you to walk down a winding driveway to the 
West Wing, where the President’s office is. 

» At the door you’d find another policeman. 
He, too, has a list and passes you on into an 
attractive lobby. At the far end you are greeted 
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by Doorkeeper William B. Simmons. Your hat 
is taken by Samuel Mitchell, a former Pullman 
porter. 

Next, you’re ushered into the office of Secre- 


tary Stephens, a spacious room overlooking. 


the garden. You sit down in a leather-covered 
chair or sofa to wait until you’re called. 


You Walk In... 


HEN STEPHENS beckons, you walk 
W tnrousn a white paneled door into the 

oval office of the President. You find 
him at his desk near the south end of the 
room, flanked by flags. 

You have your visit, and then you’re ushered 
out—triumphantly aware that you, an ordinary 
citizen, have just been talking with today’s 

No. 1 American. 
You may also reflect that you were part of 


a distinguished stream of visitors which comes 
to the President’s door. Recently PARADE 
photographed the folks who actually did call 
on Mr. Eisenhower during a single, typical 
8-hour working day (see pictures above). 

Who gets to see the President? 

When George Washington became our firs 
Chief Executive, he wondered whether he 
should keep open house for callers, or see them 
only one day a week.

$50 a week less with his family—and 
have a good family life and good food 
in the bargain. 

“Good food’s important,” he says. 
“When I turned pro and started tour- 
ing, in 1949, I got ptomaine poisoning!” 

Doug’s own dad, Mike, was a golfer 
of note and used to cart Doug around 
to tourneys when he was a boy. Ford 
turned pro after a hitch in service and 
a spectacular amateur career. 

* When Michael, his second son, was 
born, he was already in the habit of 
taking his family with him. 

“But it became very embarrassing,” 
Says Mrs. Ford, “having the baby cry 
all night in a motel, and then having to 
face other guests in the morning!” 

So practical-minded Mrs. Ford per- 
suaded Doug to plunk down a deposit 
on a $3,000 trailer. His first golfing 
expedition to Canada took him over 
winding mountain trails and discour- 
aged him somewhat.
